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FOUR YEARS FOR NAVAL CADETS 


There was a protracted debate in the Senate Feb. 8, 
on the subject of abolishing the two years post gradu- 
ate at sea for naval cadets, Senator Hale said: 

“This vear the House has put in a clause which prac- 
tically abolishes the six years’ course for three classes, 
and provides that they shall all be commissioned as 
ensigns at once and put at the foot of the list. The 
Senate committee determined that this should not be 
done, as it would be cited as a precedent for all other 
classes as they come in, and more than that, that it 
dumped into the Navy at one time 142 young officers at 
the foot of the list and that it would make—what was 
the great argument of the officers of the Navy for the 
Personne! bill, which we passed in their interest two 
years ago—another ‘hump.’ We are not legislating to fill 
up every single ship the moment that it is built with 
every officer that it needs. Does anybody believe that 
the 15 or 16 battleships that are provided for already 
and those that will be provided for are going to be 
manned with 40 or 50 naval officers and sent out on 
the waters of the poe in time of peace? it would 
take a hundred million dollars a year to maintain a 
navy in that way. They will not be so used.. They will 
be put into navy-yards; they will be kept where they can 
be brought out in thirty days, and the cruising work 
of the Navy will be done by smaller ry oy I know of 
no reason why one-half of the officers of the Navy should 
be on shore duty, when it is said we want more of them 
at sea. Certain old officers, of course, cannot be sent 
to sea. "The captains can be sent to sea to commard 
ships; the commanders and lieutenant-comm:unders cau 


be sent to sea; all the lieutenants and all the ensigns - 


can be sent to sea.” 

Mr. Butler called attention to the fact that two 

Naval Cadets were commanding vessels; twelve r- 
forming the duties of executive officers, forty of them 
performing the duties of watch and division officers, 
os a total of fifty-four out of the hundred and 
eight. 
The Basco being mentioned as one of the vessels in 
command of a naval cadet, Mr. Hale said: “I have 
found the Basco. She is a great, formidable, turreted, 
double-turreted, armored battle ship—I think sne must 
be—of 42 tons.” 

Mr. Foraker. “It is a gunboat. It is a vessel of the 
American Navy. It is a vessel that requires some 
officer to be in command of it and one of these cadets 
is in command of it. He is denied a commission. Cer- 
tainly, after he has spent four years in the Naval Ac- 
ademy, if that course is of any benefit at all, it ought 
to be of enough benefit to allow him that much recog- 
nition at the conclusion of the course.” 

Mr. Butler. “I want to call attention to Page 148, 
where the Senator from Ohio will notice the Manileno, 
whatever that is. It is about four times as large as 
the one the Senator from Maine attempted to ridicule 
just now—142 tons, screw. It is in command of one 
of these cadets as commander, not as executive officer. 
We have twelve of them on the larger boats. Then we 
have them in other positions on boats as large as the 
Scorpion, the Yankton, and a whole list of forty in 
addition.” 

Mr. Chandler. “They are not commanding there. 
They are there for instruction.” 

Mr. Hale. “We never did a wiser thing than in ex- 
tending the course to six years. It has gone on now 
for twenty years with hardly an objection until the last 
two or three years, when the cadets have revolted and 
rebelied and have summoned up and drummed up every 
body thev could find to cut short their course.” 

Mr. Caffery. “The Senator from Maine seemed to 
be very much amused when the Naval Register showed 
him that two of these young gentlemen without any 
commissions were serving as commanders of certain 
gunboats of only 40 and 50 tons. I see one command- 
ing a gunboat, Naval Cadet James H. Comfort. He is 
commanding a 42-ton, 44-horsepower, single-screw gun- 
boat named Basco. Another one, Charles B. Hatch, 
comands the Manileno, of 142 tons. The size of a boat 
has nothing to do with the veopeusttaty and efficiency 
of the officer commanding it. hen look over this list, 
Mr. President, which I have here before me. When 
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the old four-year term of 
had -all these officers for 


in 1882. Now we have more ships than officers. Di 
we had more officers than ships. All this hump is purely 


fanciful.” 

Mr. Foraker: “The condition which prompted that: 
provision has passed away. Instead of having one officer: 
for every five men, instead of having a surplus of officers. 
we are scarce of officers: I have before me an official: 
statement, as I understand x showing that there will 
be on the 30th of June, 1901, 178 vacancies at the 
foot of the list of ensigns in the Navy, and that without 
any provision whatever for the ships that are now in 
process of construction.” 
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NO SYMPATHY WITH THE ARMY. 


During the debate on the Military Academy Appro- 
priation bill before its passage in the Senate on Feb. 7 
Mr. Allen expressed disapproval of the present’ system 
of retirement and said: “There is no more reason why 
the Government of the United States should pay a 
retired Army officer or a retired naval officer than that 
it should pay my distinguished friend, the Senator from 
Arkansas, when he reaches the years when he ean not 
labor and support himself. The Army officer or maya! 
officer has that period within which to save his momey, 
and the compensation is ample and he can save it if 
he will. So I have no sympathy whatever—not the 
slightest—with any man who wants to tack  himsel? 
upon the Government as a charge after he has enjoyeui 
the protection and the pay of the Government througi:- 
out his entire life. In fact, I regard in rather au 
inferior light the thought that a man should start eut 
in life with the idea that the public must support bim.. 
that his personality is so dear and so sacred to the: 
public that the public must support him by taxation. 
There is something wrong about it. It does not meas- 
ure up to the full standard of manhood. He does not 
have that independence of character which ought to char- 
acterize every true American citizen, and care not 
whether he wears brass buttons or not. I may say in 
general terms, as I have said heretofore, that I have 
no sympathy whatever with the Regular Army of the 
United States—not the slightest—and by that I do not 
mean to say that I do not have a high pa regard 
for many gentlemen who are in the gulay Army. 
But for the institution itself, in a great Republie whosv 
military power must always reside in the and 
whose great battles must be fought by the militia amd 
the volunteer soldier—for a large standing army amd an 
aristocratic standing army I have not the slightest sym- 
pathy, or indeed even the slightest respect.”

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WHAT PROMPTNESS DID IN MANILA BAY. 


franklin Brooks, editor of the Manila “Amencan,” 
printed in his issue of Dec. 25 comments on the battle 
of Manila Bay, as given him by Admiral Dewey, which 
should impress on our rising young officers the advan- 
tage of promptness in carrying out orders. The Ad- 
miral is quoted as saying that two guns from the 
Spanish ships had been mounted in the fort on Sangley 
Point, and “as there were places for six guns all would 


have been mounted had we been a day or so later. 
These guns could have sunk any of our ships.” The 
orders to the captains, as given in this account, were: 
“When you are ready, open fire.”’ : 
The question as to whether the American fleet with- 
drew for breakfast or for some other reason is thus 








fiscussed by Admiral Dewey, as recorded by Mr. 


“Yes, the Olympia fired the first shot. Soon the smoke 
from the guns made it so that the enemy’s ships were 
lost to view. After a time our ships withdrew, as it 
was thought the ammunition was neari exhaustion, 
and being far from a base of auepuentk would not 
do to fire the last shell. The newspaper correspondents 
reported this withdrawal to be merely on account ef a 
breakfast repast, after which we returned to complete 
our victory,” jokingly added the Admiral. 

the general conditions of the combat Admiral 
Dewey said: “Resistance was really hopeless;. the 
Spanish fleet was incapable of defending manila or the 
bay against our fleet, although they ha werful guns 
which could have pierced any of our sh -y I should 
say that the victory was won as the result of the sea- 
manlike manner in which the captains handled their 
respective warships, and from the perfect execution of 
our plan of attack. When we fired, we hit. The 
Spaniards fought bravely, many perishing in standing by 
their posts. Nothing human could have withstood that 
well-directed hail of shot and shell. The shooting of 
the Spaniards was — poor, and in every instance in- 
effective. One of the shots aimed at the Olympia struck 
the Baltimore, slightly wounding six of the crew.” 

In this recital Admiral Dewey gives praise to an offi- 
cer whose part in that memorable battle has not before 
received the credit it would seem was due to it—Lieut. 
Comdr. Carlos G. Calkins, then a lieutenant, The Ad- 
mira! is thus a es his words showing how little the 
fleet knew of the bay and what they were going against: 

“Under the cover of darkness the warships slowly 
felt their way into the harbor, and here it might be said

the Luneta could be seen as the ships approached to 
their positions opposite Manila. When we came in, 
early on the morning of the first of May, we- started 
over towards Manila, looking for the Spanish fleet; we 
thought at first that a lot of sailing vessels that were 
anchored off the mouth of the Pasig River were war- 
ships. After we distinguished these ships we discov- 
ered that the fleet was over toward Cavite, and we im- 
mediately moved over in that direction.” 





THE ARMY RELIEF SOCIETY. 


The Army Relief Society, which was organized in 
March, 1900, and now has its headquarters at 20 East 
Forty-second street, New York City, has accomplished 
much in the admirable work undertaken at its forma- 
tion, providing financial aid in cases of emergency to 
widows of officers and enlisted men of the Regular 
Army, and securing educational facilities for their 
orphans. The urgent necessity for such assistauce is 


well known, and the need for organized action has been 
proved by the work aay accomplished. 

In order to make it possible for the society to receive 
bequests, as weil as to enable it to make its work more 
effective, it has been incorporated, and branches and 
sections are to be organized all over the country, nearly 
sixty of which have already been formed, and are now 
doing excellent work. A circular letter was sent to about 
fifty of the leading colleges and universities, asking their 
co-operation in the educational work of the society. 
Of the twenty-five replies received sixteen grant either 
free scholarships or offer most gratifying reductions, and 
five decisions are in abeyance. Several boys and girls 
have already been named as beneficiaries. 

Those who desire to aid without the care of sections 
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_may become life members of thé sdeibty by the t 
of $100, This amount is small in view’ uf ie peers 
it lends in carrying on this noble work. 

The Army Kelief Society nas kept in close touch with 
the Army and has been able to ascertain the circum- 
stances of all women widowed since the beginning of the 
war with Spain belon to the Kegular Army, and aiso 
the widows of the lederal Volunteers, 1890-1901, who 
have fallen in the Philippine campaign. But in reliev- 
ing the necessities of these widows a difficulty has been 
encountered which is in keeping with the character of 
our Army women. Those enga in this relief work 
say that not one appeal for aid has come from these 
widows. Such is their pride, in fact, that they almost 
refuse to accept the aid that is offered to t al- 
though often it is badly needed. Some take employ- 
ment instead of money, others will take only that aid 
which the society is able to offer to their children in an 
educational way. Others will accept clothing. But 
in all cases money is furnished for only the short period 
which elapses while pensions are being secured. Al- 
ready the society is sending several small children to 
school and preparing boys for West Point, as well as 
two young men for college; one the son of an officer, 
the ofher of an enlisted man. 

_All claims for assistance which come before this so- 
ciety are presented to its board of managers throu 
the relief committee, and are acted upon at the monthly 
meetings. An yy | fund of $200 per montu is, 
however, placed at the disposal of the chairman of the 
relief committee. ‘This saves delay in cases where it 
would entail unnecessary suffering. Officers are re- 
quested to make requisitions upon the emergency fund 
as small as possible, but properly authenticated tele 
graphic requisitions upon it will be answered up to the 
limit of the fund. far no such request has n re- 
ceived. The usefulness of this society increases each 
day, and the patriotic men and women who have in- 
terested themselves in its work should receive every 
assistance. 5

Army officers have begun to discover that the anti- 
canteen provisions of the new Army law will interfere. 
to a considerable extent with their personal comfort at 
posts. At Fort Monroe and other posts there are officers’ 
clubs, in which beverages that are apt to intoxicate 
are dispensed to the members of the club and their 
guests, In all such respects they are like clubs main- 
tained by civilians. At West Point also there is a club 
with similar privileges and beverages. All through the 
country, where ey: can support clubs, they exist. 
The regulation that recently has been issued prohibit- 
ing the sale of spiritous liquors on all mititary reserva- 
tions will apply as strictly to clubs as to soldiers’ can- 
teens. This is the interpretation of the law by the War 
Department, so that hereafter liquors cannot be dispensed 
lawfully at clubs, and officers who tnink they need them 
will be obliged to lay in private supplies.

TROOPS REQUIRED FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


There are evidently two opinions as to the value of 
cavalry for service in the Philippines Islands. An 
officer of infantry who has seen much active campaign- 
ing, writing from Cabugao, P. L., says: 

“In the Journal of Nov. 10, 1900, appeared an article 
under the above heading written by an officer in the 
Philippines ‘of long service and sound judgment.’ 

“No exception can be taken to what he says in the 
first two paragraphs of the article regarding the con- 
tinued activity of the insurgents, and the present need 
of 100,000 soldiers in these islands. But the last para- 
graph, in which he attempts to demonstrate the uses of 
cavalry here and the need of more of it is not conceded 
even by the majority of cavalry officers who have served 
in Northern Luzon. 

“When cavalry first appeared in the islands the na- 
tives told great stories about enormous men riding in- 
credibly large horses. That they would plough through 
rice fields, jump over mountains and kill every one in 
sight. This may account for the statement in the article 
that ‘just as soon as our cavalry commenced to move 
they (the insurgents) disintegrated and stampeded,’ etc. 
This may have been true when the cavalry first came, 
but it surely has not been so for the past six months. 
The insurgents have no particular fear of cavalry for 
they know how helpless it is even in the foot hills, and 
how perfectly useless it is in the mountains. 

“The statement that ‘twenty 4th Cavalrymen to-day 
occupy one turbulent district which was held down by a 
regiment of infantry’ is indeed remarkable if it means 
that twenty cavalrymen are equal to a regiment of in- 
fantry. It is presumed that the conditions have changed 
in that locality. If not the 4th Cavalry alone should be 
able to subdue and hold the entire country. 

““Over-enthusiastic writers used to say that ‘cavalry 
can operate anywhere except at sea,’ but that theory has 
been exploded by our experience in the Philippines. In 
the first place cavalry is tied to the vicinity of sea ports 
on account of the trouble in transporting forage into the 
interior. It is quite difficult enough to supply four 





pounds of rations a day to a man, let alone twenty-eight

pounds of forage per day for a horse. At first it was 
thought that the American horse would thrive on native 
rice and grass, but such it appears is not the case, so 
that native forage is used only in small quantities or in 
emergencies. 

“Again cavalry is tied to the roads, operates with much 
difficulty in the foothills, and is utterly at sea in the 
mountains to which the insurgents retreat when closely 
pursued. If cavalry follows in the mountains at all the 
men must go on foot, and leave their horses behind. 
The effective strength of a troop of cavalry is thus cut 
in two, for half of the men must be left back to hold and 
guard horses, while the other half proceeds. In short it 
may well be said that a cavalryman not only costs four 
times as much as an infantry soldier, but in the present 
style of warfare over here he is only half as good. 

“So far as the main and much cherished action of the 
ecavalryman is concerned it is entirely out of the question, 
for horse and sabre cannot be used in a charge over rice 
fields and diuicult country. So far as can be learned the 
sabre is not even carried. Hence cavalry in the gen- 
eral acceptation of the termr does not exist in these 
islands. It is merely mounted infantry armed with 
carbines and using American horses for transportation. 
The armament is good enough perhaps, but the Ameri- 
can horse might well give way to the native pony. 

“On personal grounds the infantry has no objection 
to an increase in the cavalry, for it is more than probable 
that nine-tenths of the infantry officers over here would 
prefer to serve in the States and lose a grade in rank, 
and let the cavalry have the promotion and the Philip- 
pines all to themselves. - 

“In the interests of economy and effective work what 
seems to be needed at the present time is infantry, each 
company to have attached to it forty or fifty native 
ponies for escort duty, or to quickly re-enforce threatened 
or hard pressed troops in a distant locality.” 

A cavalry officer, also on Philippine service, evidently 
holds a different opinion. He invites attention to the 
conspicuous service rendered by cavalry, both mounted 
and dismounted in the Philippines, in Cuba and recently 
in South Africa, and says: “This all shows that for 
this particular kind of work, and there is more to be 
done, it has decided advantages over foot troops. Cav- 
alry is able to march a given distance and reach a given 
point with much less fatigue to the men and hence in 
better condition to fight than infantry, and it can make 
the distance in much less time. Men on foot in the 
tropics with heavy packs on their backs are soon worn 
out and placed on sick report by the long and tedious 


tramps in sun and rain in pursuit of an elusive, lightly- f) 


laden and acclimated native, while their cavalry brother 
is fresh and ready to pursue on foot if need be at the 
end of his day’s march. The ranks of dismounted 
troops are soon depleted and the army deprived of the 
services of many men exhausted in a vain endeavor to 
outstrip his agile enemy. 

“In the long run well-trained cavalry is more eco- 
nomical than infantry for guerrilla warfare, because the 
same work can be accomplished by from one-fourth to 
one-third the number of men, especially out here in the 
Philippines, where there will be for a long time to come 
a great deal of patrol duty. Then in such warfare 
against a savage or semi-civilized foe the moral effect 
of cavalry should not be lost sight of.” 


Ps 
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Artillery officers are greatly interested in the question 
as to who will be appointed by the President to the 
responsible position of Chief of Artillery. As -stated 
in the Army and Navy Journal of Feb. 9, Lieutenant 
General Miles has recommended the appointment of that 
able artillerist, Col. John I. Rodgers, of the 5th Artil- 
lery, but we also stated that the appointment of 4 
younger officer was favored by the Secretary of War. 
In this connection we mentioned several officers who 
were being considered. Up to the present time no de- 
cision has been reached, but all the indications now 
favor the appointment of Col. Wallace Randolph, of 
the 1st Artillery. Opposition to the selection of Colonel 
Rodgers has developed in the artillery, where, although 
his ability is thoroughly recognized, he is regarded as 
too theoretical an officer for the position. As we stated 
last week, we are assured the best officer will ultimately 
be selected for the head of the newly organized corps 
of artillery. 
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A large number of junior officers of the French Army 
are to be employed for four months next summer in 
revising the map of France. The whole work falls 
into two divisions, the one consisting of the actual 
revision of the map, the other of the preparation of 
plans for defense of the frontier. The entire work will 
be carried out under the superintendence of the per- 
manent staff of the geographical staff, and credit count- 
ing towards promotion or for a grade in the Legion of 
Honor will be. given to those officers who send in good 
work,

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MOVEMENTS OF VOLUNTEERS. 


It is said at the War Department that officers of Vol- 
unteers who are ciindidates for appointment in the Regti- 
lar Service will upon arrival at San Francisco have to 
appear before General Shafter, who will have each 
otticer preliminarily tested as to his general fitness for 
transfer to the Regular Army prior to his being actually 
ordered before the examining boards. The list of Vol- 
unteers selected by the President will be forwarded to 
Gen. Shafter, and upon their arrival in San Francisco 
these officers will appeat before the boards of exantitiets 
tihless otherwise recommended by General Shafter. The 
pressure for appointment from the Volunteer ranks is 
exceedingly great, and it is expected that after the first 
list of appointments has been made there will have to 
be a second list to fill the places of those who fail in 
the rigid exatiination which will be given each candi- 
date. It will be difficult for the young men from the 
Volunteer Army to get into the Regular Service, as 
there is no intention on the part of the War Depart- 
ment authorities te make the examination easy. 

The Secretary of War has approved a general plan 
prepared by the Adjutant General of the Army and the 
Quartermaster’s Department for the return home before 
July 1 of all the Volunteer organizations now in the 
Service. The transport Sheridan has recently arrived 
at San Francisco with the 37th Volunteer Infantry, and 
four other transports are now on their way across the 
Pacific from Manila. The Indiana, which left Manila 
Jan, 23, brings 500 sick soldiers; the Pennsylvania, 
which left Jan. 28, brings 15 officers and 487 men of 
the 36th Infantry; the Mende left Feb. 1 with 24 of- 
ficers and 562 men of the 11th Cavalry, and the trans- 
port Buford left on the 10th inst. with 28 officers and 
853 men of the 27th Infantry. 

Colonel Miller, of the Quartermaster’s Department, 
has, in reply to a cablegram from the Adjutaut Gen- 
eral’s office, sent word that in accordance with the plan 
to have 9,000 Volunteers sent home in the immiediate 
future, and thereby redtice the forces in the Philip- 
pines to about 60,000 men, transports will sail from 
Manila as follows: The Hancock, Feb. 17; with the 
30th Infantry; the Kilpatrick, Feb. 17, with 409 sick 
soldiers; the Logan, March 1, with the 33d and 34th 
Regiments of Infantry; the Garonne, March 15, with 
the 26th Infantry, and the Thomas, March 15, with 
the 28th Infantry. The remainder of Colonel Miller's 
dispatch states that after the troops thus provided for 
sixteen regiments will yet remain in the Philippines. He 
says when two regiments can be spared at a time they 
will be shipped on one of the larger transports, such as 
the Grant, Logan, etc. This can easily be done, as 
none of the regiments are at their maximum, averaging 
about 800 men. In addition to the above schedule the 
Quartermaster’s Department has arranged to have the 
transports at Manila on the dates named available for 
the transportation of the troops. 

The Grant, with a capacity of 1,836 men, is already 
at Manila, and can readily carry two regiments. Other 
vessels, with their stated capacity, will be available as 
follows: March 1, the Lawton, with one regiment; 
March 15, the Sheridan, with two regiments; April 1, 
the Indiana, with one regiment; April 15, the Penn- 
sylvania and the Meade, with one regiment each; May 
1, the Buford, Hancock, Kilpatrick and the Warren, 
with one regiment each; May 15, the Logan, with two 
regiments; May 23, the Thomas, with two regiments. 

Naturally these movements contemplate the carrying 
of Regulars from this country to Manila on the return 
trip of each of the transports. A partial schedule has 
been arranged for the ontgoing ships, which provides 
that the Indiana will sail from San Francisco April 5 
with two battalions of the 26th and 27th Regular In-

tantry; the Pennsylvania, April 10, with two battalions 
of the 10tb Infantry, and the Meade, April 15, with 
two battalions of the 5th Cavalry. If by any chance 
there should occur a mishap in the schedule the Quac- 
termaster’s Department is holding itself im readiness to 
immediately charter transports to assist in the large 
movement of troops contemplated. Within a few days 
the Adjutant General’s office will issue a comprehensive 
order giving directions for the muster out of the Service 
of the Volunteer organizations immediately upon their 
arrival in San Francisco. 


ADMIRALS SAMPSON AND SCHLEY. 


Senator Hale on Feb. 18 introduced in the Senate a 
bill to revive the grade of vice-admiral in the Navy, 
which, as may be surmised, was intended for the pro- 
motions of both Rear Admirals Sampson and Schley. 
The bill was prepared at the Navy Department and was 
intended to partially assist in solving the problem of 
properly promoting the officers who served in the North 
Atlantic fleet during the Spanish War. Under the 
provisiotis of the measure the President is authorized to 
appoint from the active list of the rear admirals of 
the Navy two vice-admirals. The bill. was referred to 
the Committee on Naval Affairs and was favorably re- 
ported from that committee on the following day. Mr. 
Hale requested immediate consideration, but objection 
was made by Senators Butler and Pettigrew, so that 
the matter was placed on the calendar. 

The following resolution of thanks to Admiral Samp- 
son, in accordance with the message of the President, 
was also introduced by Mr. Hale: “That in accord- 
ance with the provisions of section 1,508 of the Revised 
Statutes the thanks of Congress and of the American 
people ate hereby tendered to Rear Admiral William 
T. Sampson, United States Navy, commander-in-chief 
of the United States naval force on the North Atlantic 
Station during the late war with Spain, and to the 
officers and men uhder his command, for highly dis- 
tinguished conduct in conflict with the enemy and in 
carrying On the blockade and naval campaign ou the 
Cuban coast, restilting in the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet at- Santiago de Cuba, July 3, 1808 Sec, 2. That 
the President of the United States be requested to catise 
this resolution to be promulgated and to communicate 
the same to Rear Admiral Sainpsoi and to the officers 
and men of his late command.” 

‘The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs on Feb. 19 at 
its regular iteeting todk tip the entire question of pro- 
motions for the officers who served in the North Atlantic 
Squadron during the Santiago engagement. Although 
no decision was arrived at by the committee, it was 
stated that in all probability some recommendations of a 
favorable nature would be made this session. Favorable 
action was taketi by the committee on all the nomina- 
tions for advancement made by the President, as printed 
in the Army and Navy Journal of Feb. 16, with the 
exception of those of Rear Admirals Sampson and 
Schley. The same old opposition has developed in the 
Senate to the recommendation of the Navy Depart- 
ment to promote Admiral Sampson above Admiral 
Schley, and thete is evet'y reason to believe that unless au 
agreement is reached to make Adniiral Sampson the 
ranking officer the Senate Committee will not report 
this sessivti upon the nominations of either of the two 
officers. This has been stated to ott representative in 
Washington by one of the most prominent members 
of the Committee on Naval Affairs. 

One of the captains in command of a vessel during 
the Santiago battle has recently heard from Rear Ad- 
miral Schley and has been instructed by that officer to 
say that he has not the slightest objection to the ad- 
vaticetnent of Rear Admiral Sampson over his head. 
Admiral Schley has also instructed his friends not to 
in any way impede the action of Congress in case a 
disposition is shown to promote Admiral Sampson to 
be a vice-aidmiral in advance of himself. It is gen- 
erally understood that this action on the part of Ad- 
miral Schley will tend to end the controversy and that 
both of the officers will receive advancement to the 
grade of vice-admiral, with Admiral Sampson the rank- 
ing officer. The ¢aptain who has made public this 
communication says that Admiral Schley greatly 
deplores the controversy which has arisen and sincerely 
hopes it will be satisfactorily terminated in accordance 
with the wishes of the Administration. 

The Senate Committee is only awaiting action on the 
Naval Appropriation bill before making its favorable 
report on the nominations, excepting those of Admirals 
Sampson and Schley, as it is strongly desired that the 
Senate amendment to that measure protecting the 
officers of the Navy who would be jumped by the San- 
tiago nominations shall become a law in time to pre- 
vent any injustice being done to other officers. The 
committee did not act in any manner upon the resolu- 
tion of thanks suggested by the President and obviously 
intended for Rear Admiral Sampson because the mem- 
bers could not agree upon precedence in the event of 
the creation of two posts of vice-admiral. The resi- 
dent’s message relating to the vote of thanks to the 
commanders in the naval engagement off Santiago was 
referred to a sub-committee and will probably be re- 
ported prior to the end of the session. 














MORE NAVY OFFICERS NEEDED. 

If we are to have an efficient Navy it is obvous that 
some attention should be paid by Congress to the various 
representations of the Secretary of the Navy concerning 
the lack of officers. You cannot keep a ‘stream full’if 
you dam up its source, and the failure of Congress to 
provide an adequate increase In the number of Cadets 


The Secretary of the Navy has presented a convincing 
statement to Congress demonstrating that to provide 
with the least possible number of officers the Navy which 
Congress has ordered built requires at least 902 officers in 
excess of those now authorized, mainly in the grades 
of lieutenant, lieutenant junior grade and ensign. 
This does not include auxiliary vessels. For new vessels 
completed prior to July 1, 1902, 295 are required; 
for those to be.completed after July 1, 1902; and 
for old vessels now in reserve. The basis of this 
mate is 25 officers for a battleship of the type of 
Indiana. England has 33 officers for such a vessel and 
France 26. In addition to the 902 officers named 
provision must be made for filling vacancies in the 
Marine Corps with Annapolis graduates. The Bureau 
of Navigation proposes to meet the difficulty by allowing 
two naval cadets for each Senator, one for the District 
a ie So and ten at large. This is in accord with 
the ation on bebualf of the Military Academy, and 
Congress should not adjourn without providing the 
same measure of relief for the Navy. It is also pro- 
posed to abolish the two years post graduate course 
and to increase the number of lieutenants to 350 and 
lieutenants junior grade and ensigns to 600.

THE SENATE'S OPINION OF HAZING. 


Some idea of the thoroughness with which hazing 
was gone into in the recent Booz inquiries may be formed 
from the fact that the report of the House Committee 
contains 1,996 pages of printed matter, comprising the 
testimony and the conclusions of the committee, which 
would equal 883 columns of the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal in this type. From this one may well conclude 
that little escaped the inquisitorial drag-net and that 
neatly the “last word” has been said on the subject of 
hazing. 

That the eloquent Mr. Driggs, who broke the vitupera- 
tive adjective record in examining a cadet at West 
Point, does not represent the entire sentiment of Con- 
gress on hazing is clear from the remarks of Senators 
Wolcott (Rep. Colo.) and Pettus (Dem. Ala.) on Feb. 
19. The former said: “When we denounce this hazing 
we are endeavoring to make milksops and prigs out of 
our soldiers. For the lest thirty-five years the West 
Point cadet has been a hazed man, and, in his turn, a 
hazer. And for the last thirty-five years we have devel 
oped as splendid a lot of fighting men as the world has 
ever seen. They are stronger and not weaker because 
they stood these tests of endurance.” 

Mr. Pettus was scarcely less forcible, saying that he 
had been hazed at college himself and it had done him 
no harm. Some freshmen needed hazing and were the 
better for it. It took the conceit out of them and 
sobered them down. Hazing in moderation was not, in 
his opinion, to be decried and put down by severe 
legislation. 

The Senate on Tuesday after a debate of five hours 
by the decided vote of 42 to 18 refused to accept the 
conference report on the Military Academy bill, in which 
were embodied the recommendations of the House 
“smelling committee” on the subject of hazing. The 
common sense of the Senators revolted at the idea of 
forever ruining the career of a young man because the 
thoughtlessness of youth might lead bim to indulge in 
practices which, whatever may be said of them, are 
common among young men in educational institutions, 
among their elders in secret society initiations, and even 
among the grave financiers of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

We are glad to observe from official orders published 
recently and this week that there are a goodly number 
of enlisted candidates in the several geographical de- 
partments for commissions under the new law reducing 
the term of previous service to one year, the other 
requirements being about as heretofore—unmarried, un- 
der 30, citizens of the U. S., ete. The Department of 
the East alone furnishes about sixty of such ean- 
didates, who will be examined mainly by a board 
which meets at Governors Island on Feb. 25. To one 
and all we tender our sincere wishes for success, and 
if perchance some fail this year, our advice is to 


another year to studying the matters in which they 
been found deficient and come up smili next 
and try their luck again. Most of the candidates 
we believe, still some years before them before 
reach the limit of 30.

FIFTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate on Feb. 15 passed 8. 4142, appropriating 
$20,000 to purchase a replica of the bronze equestrian 
statue of Gen. George Washington, designed by Daniel 
Chester French and Edward C. Potter, erected in the 
city ‘of Paris, France, by the women of the United 


States. 

On Feb. 16 the Senate passed H. R. 8067, incorporat- 
ing the National Society of U. S. Daughters of 1812, 
authorizing the Society to hold real and personal estate 
to an amount not over $200,000, and empowering it to 
adopt a constitution, by-laws and a seal. Also H. R. 
7571, to prevent the failure of military justice, which 
has passed the House. It is a bill giving courts author- 
ity to compel the attendance of witnesses. An amend- 
ment was added providing “that witnesses in the States 
of Wyoming, Montana, Washington, Oregon, California, 
Nevada, Idaho, Colorado and Utah, and in the Terri- 
tories of Arizona and New Mexico, shall be paid the 
same mileage as allowed jurors and witnesses in the 
United States courts under existing law.” 

Also H. R. 149, which has been passed by the House, 
referring to the Court of Claims the claim of William 
E. Woodbridge for compensation for his invention re- 
lating to projectiles. This is one of the measures that 
has been before the Committee on Patents for years. 
It has been reported favorably six times in the Senate 
and passed several times. It has been reported favorably 
in the House eleven times. Another bill passed by the 


Senate on Feb. 16 was H. R. 4742, to amend section 
1225 of the Revised Statutes, concerning the details of 
officers of the Army and Navy to educational institutions, 
“so as to permit the President to detail under the pro- 
visions of that act, and in addition to the detail of the 
officers of the Army and Navy now authorized to be 
detailed under the existing provisions of said act, such 
retired officers of the Army and Navy as in his judg- 
ment may be required for that purpose, to act as 
instructors in military drill and tactics in schools in 
the United States, where such instruction shall have 
been authorized by the educational authorities thereof, 
and where the services of such instructors shall have 
been applied for by said authorities.” The second 
section provdes “that no detail shall be made under this 
act to ‘any school unless it shall pay the cost of com- 
mutation of quarters of the retired officers detailed 
thereto and the extra duty pay to which the latter may 
be entitled by law to receive for the performance of 
special duty: Provided, That no detail shall be made un- 
der the provisions of this act unless the officers to be de- 
tailed are willing to accept such position without com- 
pensation frum the Government other than their re- 
tired pay.” .

“Il would be willing to have him restored to the Navy 
and placed upon the retired list, but the bill as it stands 
proposes to put a private citizen into the Navy after he 
has been out of it for twenty years or more, and to 
subject him only to an examination to see whether he 
is fit for shore duty. I regret that the bill did not come 
from the House as a bill to place this officer upon the 
retired list. If it had come in that form I would not 
have objected to it, and I do not object to it now.” 
Senator Gallinger in answer to an inquiry as to the 
cause of Mr. Case’s retirement, stated that it was 
due to color-blindness. Senator Tillman stated that 
“this officer is in Manila now, doing work like every 
other naval officer. I know nothing about him, and 
I am not interested in “ig personally, but I think he 
is being unjustly treated.” In view of his discharge 
from the service in 1899 this can hardly be correct. 

The Senate has appointed Messrs. Hansborough, Carter 
and Berry as conferees with the House on disagreeing 
amendments to H. R. 9140, providing that entrymen 
under the homestead laws who have served in the 
Army, Navy, or Marine Corps during the Spanish war 
or the Philippine insurrecton shall have certain service 
deducted from the time required to perfect title under 
homestead laws, and for other purposes. 

Mr. McMillan in the Senate on Feb. 16 reported from 
the Committee on Commerce an amendment to the 
Sundry civil appropriation bill, proposng to apropriate 
$37,500 for the construction or purchase of a vessel 
to be used as a revenue cutter for service in St. 
Mary’s River, Michigan. 

Mr. Shoup in the Senate on Feb. 15 submitted an 
intended amendment to the general deficency bill, to 
appropriate $748 to credit Ensign George T. Pettengill, 
U. 8S. N., being the amount of Government funds he 
intrusted to a mail orderly for the purpose of sending 
an official telegram for Admiral Kempff, etc. 

H. R. 6240, for the preparation of glans or designs for 
a memorial or statue of Gen, Ulysses S. Grant on 
grounds belonging to the United States Government 
in the city of Washington, D. C., has been duly enrolled 
and signed by the Speaker of the House. 

The House on Feb. 14 passed S. 854, to place Lieut.

There seems to be some doubt at the War Depart- 
ment as to how the cadets will take rank. The word- 
ing of the Army act in this connection is rather am- 
biguous when it specifies that Volunteers may be ap- 
pointed to the Regular Army, “taking rank in the 
respective grades according to seniority as determined 
by length of prior commissioned service.” hether 
this means that the Volunteers shall take rank among 
themselves or whether it means that they shall out- 
rank the cadets who have never had prior commis- 
sioned service, has yet to be decided by the Secretary 
of War. Many officers at the War Department hold 
that the law should be so constructed as to give the 
eadets rank above all the Volunteers appointed, and :t 
is probable that such will be the final decision. Natu- 
raly this makes a considerable difference to the cadets 
and also to the new appointees. 

There are other problems in connection with the 
Army act which are being informally discussed at the 
War Denartment by the ofticers on duty there, but as 
these have not yet been referred to either the Judge 
Advocate General or to the Attorney General nothing of 
a definite nature can be printed. 
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Of the commissioned officers on the retired list of the 
Navy one was retired after 45 years service, twelve 
after 40 years service and 142 on reaching the age 
limit of 62 years; nine were retired on their own. appli- 
eations for ordinary retirement, and 298 for incapacity, 
resulting from incidents of service; 24 were retired with 
the rank of the next higher grade to that held on the 
active list. Only one officer, P. A. Surgeon Fredk. 
Horner, jr., has been retired under the law providing 
for retirement for incapacity for further service at sea. 
Three officers have been retired, not recomended for pro- 
motion owing to physical incapacity, and 17 have been 
retired for disability not incident to the service; five offic- 
ers have been transferred from volunteer service to the 
retired list. This record shows how little disposition 
there is to apply the summary laws compelling retire- 
ment for the purpose of freeing the active list from a 
competent officer.

GRADUATES OF THE MILITARY ACADEMY.

Brig. Gen. W. W. H. Davis, of Doylestown, Pa., re- 
cently offered to the War Department an interesting 
relic of the Mexican War, which has been accepted in 
a cordial letter of thanks by Brig.

Lieut. Comdr. David C. Woodrow, U. 8. N., who died 
at the Good Samaritan Hospital in Cincinnati, a few 
days since, of rheumatism, was born in Cincinnati in 
November, 1845, and graduated with houors in 1865 from 
the United States Naval Academy. In 1871 he was 
placed in command of a cutter and sent to Santiago to 
tow home the United States ship Virginius, which had 
been seized by the Spaniards as a filibuster.

He was the last man to leave the ship. Lieutenant 
Commander Woodrow retired from the Service in 1884, 
since which time he had lived at a hotel in Cincinnati.

si was a Virginian by birth. She was the mother 
of Dr. W. Hopkins, Dr. Ed. Hopkins, George and 
Henry Hopkins, of one unmarried daughter, and of 
Mrs. Judge Wright. 

Col. Edgar L. Lambert, who died in New Orleans, 
La., Feb. 13, was an officer of varied experience. He 
served in the Confederate Navy and with Maximilian in 
Mexico. He served on land in the Civil War at the 
outset, became lieutenant colonel of the 10th vir- 
ginia, and was so dangerously wounded in the Shenan- 
doah Valley campaign that he was invalided for eleven 
months. He was later appointed a lieutenant in the 
Confederate Navy, and commanded the Tuscaloosa and 
the Selma in the battle of Mobile Bay. He ran the 
Selma aground and sunk her in order to prevent her 
capture, and when Mobile was captured he sunk the 
Tuscaloosa in the Alabama River. After Lee’s surren- 
der he went to Mexico, where he served under Maxi- 
milian in the Mexican Army. He assisted in the build- 
ing of the railroad from Mexico to Vera Cruz. As engi- 
neer, he assisted in the building of the Texas and Paci- 
fic, Missouri, Kansas and Texas and other Western 
roads. At the time of his death he was enga in pre- 
paring the survey and plan for the combination of the 
new sewerage and drainage systems for New Orleans. 

The death of General Count Joseph Vassilgevich 
Gurko, at the age of 73, deprives R a of one of the 
ablest of her military leaders. He presented a rare 
instance of the soldier who, absolutely uttrained in 
war, makes an instantaneous success as soon as he 
appears under fire. At the outbreak of the Russe- 

urkish war in‘1877, which gave him his opportunity, 
he commanded a cavalry division. His rapid promotion 
was due to the favor of the Czar, whose guod will he 
obtained by his severity in dealing with the Polish 
insurrection of 1863.

An act for the payment of travel allowances on dis- 
charge from the Volunteer Army to certain officers and 
enlisted men who re-entered the military service of the 
United States in the Philippine Islands. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assem- 
bled, That any officer of volunteers, and any enlisted 
man of cither Regulars or Volunteers, who was dis- 
charged in the Philippine Islands and there re entered 
the service, through commission or enlistment, in the 
36th or 37th regiments, U. S. Vol. Inf., or in the lith 
reigment, U. S. Vol. Cav., shall, when discharged. ex- 
cept by way of punishment for an offense, receive for 
travel allowances from the place of his discharge to the 
place in the United States of his last preceding appoint- 
ment or enlistment, four cents per mile; Provided, That 
for sea travel, on discharge, from or between our island 
possessions actual expenses only shall be paid to officers, 
and yew gee and subsistence only shall be fur- 
nished enlisted men; Provided further. That officers and 
enlisted men discharged in the United States under the 
provisions of this act shall not be entitled to transporta- 
tion or travel allowance back to the Philippine Islands.

Tt is the painful duty of the Superintendent of the 
Military Academy to announce to the officers, cadets 
and graduates of the Academy the death of Prof Peter 
8. Michie, Pro‘essor of Natural and Experimenta! Phil- 
osophy, at his quarters at 8:15 o'clock this morning. 

The officers of the Academy and of the Rattalion of 
Cadets will wear the usual badge of mourning upon the 
sword hilt for thirty davs. 

Prof. Michie graduated from the Military Academy in 
the Class of 1863. Immediately upon graduation, he 
sought active service in the field and was assigned to 
duty in connection with the important engineering op- 
erations then in progress in the Dept. of the South. He 
was in charge of the siege approaches in the engineering 
operations which resulted in the reduction of Fort Wage- 
ner in Charleston Harbor in September, 1863. He accom- 
panied the Florida Expedition as chief engineer, and 
was engaged in battle at Olustee, Fla., on Feb 20, 1864. 
At the opening of the campaien ifn 1 tn Virginia. he 
was assigned to duty at the Heacquarters of the Army 
of the James, and was actively employed as chief eng‘- 
neer of that Army in the operations against Richmond 
He took an active part in the engagements in the vicinity 
of Drury’s Bluff in May. 1864: In the assault and capture 
of Fort Harrison Sept. 29, 1864, and in the final campaign 
which terminated in the surrender of the Army of 
Nr ae Virginia at Appomattox Court House on April 


His direct connection with the Academy began again 
upon his return to it as an instructor on Apri! 20, 1867, 
and, through his appointment as Professor on April 14, 
1871, has been continuous ever since. 

His untimely death finally severs the connection with 
that older Corps of Professors who, under Gen. Thayer 
and his successors, contributed so powerfully to build up 
that reputation for sound scholarshin and thoroueh de- 
velopment of character which has done so much to es- 
tablish. through the lives and services of its graduates, 
the renown of the Military Academy. His continuous 
and active work at the Academy for more than a third 
of a-century makes his death, at.a time when he was sti!l 
vigorously engaged in his duties, elt as a great

loss to the Aca ,. and not only by the officers and 
cadets present but also by the great body of its alumni. 

His military record bears enduring. testimony to his 
capacity and excellence as a so!dier. . His long and useful 
career at the Head of a Department of Instruction at the 
Military Academy evidences his ability as an educator. 
His strong, unwavering religious faith and unblemished 
—_ life testify to his character as a christian and a gen- 
tleman. 

But he stands for more than this in the hearts of those 
who, for the last third of a century, have enjoyed the 
benefit of his teaching and example; or have had occasion 
to seek his ready counsel in moments of trial or emer- 
gency. His sound and helpful advice and his abounding 
sympathy were always at the disposal of those who were 
in need of them. To the graduates of more than a gener- 
ation he stands as the embodiment of all that was best 
and most helpful in the traditions of the institution whicn 
his life and public services have done so much to render 
illustrious. .

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PROSPECTS OF THE ARTILLERY. 

One of the most important questions which has arisen 
in connection with the recent act for the reorganization 
of the Arniy pertains to Section 9, and the Secretary of 
War has been called upon to decide whether or not 
the officers at present in the artillery are or are not 
entitled to immediate promotion under the provisions of 
the act. Lieutenaut General Miles early in the present 
week submitted to the Secretary a memorandum relat- 
ing to this question in which he cogently argues that 
such ofticers are clearly entitled to promotion under the 
act. Tbe Adjutant Generai’s Department has held, as 
we have before stated in the Army and Navy Journal, 
that uvder the statute no increase in the officers of 
artillery can be made except in proportion to the in- 
crease of enlisted men; but- upon this decision General 
Miles argues as follows: 

“Should the organization of the artillery Corps be de- 
layed as proposed in memo. of Feb. 14, 1901, it will 
cause an unjust discrimination against the field officers 
aod captains of artillery and in favor of cavalry and 
infantry otticers; for instance, an officer of artillery in 
Cuba—Major B. K. Roberts—in a letter this day re- 
ceived states as follows: ‘1 am twelve on the list of 
majors; as it is, 1 am ranked by nearly all the majors 
of cavalry and infantry in the island, who are my 
juniors in length of service. If the increase takes place 
at once, as the law provides, 1 can regain lost rank by 
early promotion to lieutenant colonel. ‘I'he same applies 
to many other majors of artulery.’” 

Continuing General Miles says: “An examination 
of the Army Kegister wiil show that if the promotion 
of artillery officers is delayed as proposed it will enable 
six lieutenant colonels of cavalry to jump four lieuten- 
ant colonels of artillery whose lengtno of service is from 
three to six years longer than that of the Cavalry offi- 
cers. 

“Major Kdgerly, of the cavalry, will jump five majors 
of artillery, including Major Story, who entered the 
Service five years before him. Captain Craig, of the 
cavalry, will jump Captain Lomia, of the artiliery, who 
entered the Service seven years betore him. Ist Lieu- 
tenant Pattison, $d Cav., by his promotion to captain 
will jump fitty artillery otticers, including Lieutenant 
Schumm, who graduated at West Point six years before 
him; 2d Lieutenant Corbusier, 9th Cav., who entered 
the Service in July, 1900, will jump forty-two 2d lieu- 
tenants of artillery who entered in 18¥8; sixteen 2d 
lieutenants of artillery who eutered in 1809, and nine- 
teen 2d lieutenants of artillery who entered in 1900. 
Twelve lieutenant colonels of infantry will jump five 
lieutenant colonels of artillery who have had from three 
to five years longer service as commissioned ofticers in 
the Reguiar Army. Major Matile, of the infantry, will 
jump six majors of artillery; Captain Kastman, 14th 
Inf., will jump five seniors of artillery; Ist Lieutenant 
Hutton, 4th lnf., who graduated in June, 1895, with 
one hundred and forty more 1st lieutenants of infantry, 
will jump Ist Lieutenant Schumm, of the artillery, who 
graduated in 188i—eight years before him—and fifty- 
eight other Ist lieutenants of artillery who rank him 
by length of service, including his classmates, Gilmore, 
Wheeler, Fieming and Payne, who graduated ahead of 
him at West Point.” 

General Miles calls attention to the working of the 
law and notes the distinction between the words “in- 
crease” and “promotion” as used therein. He says: 
“The promotion does not increase the number of ofti- 
cers in the artillery, but only gives to them equal ad- 
vancemient with officers of cavalry and infantry.” 

The Secretary of War has carefully considered this 
memorandum of General Miles in relation to the imme- 
diate promotion of ofticers now in the artillery and has 
rendered the following decision: ‘I should be very glad 
to give immediate promotion to ali the officers of the 
artillery were that permitted by the statute and the good 
of the Service. The statute, however, is very clear. 
Under it no increase in the officers of artillery, in any 
grade, can be made except in proportion to the increase 
of enlisted men. ‘There will, therefore, be no promo- 
tions except as the additional force of enlisted men is 
recruited.” This, as will be seen, settles the question 
contrary to the contention of General Miles and the 
officers of the artillery. 

Incorporated in the same memorandum of General 
Miles is a scheme for the immediate organization of the 
new artillery, which will be adopted by the War De- 
partment. ‘ine plan in the words of General Miles is 
as follows: 

“There are at present eighty-two companies of coast 
artillery of 113 men each, and sixteen batteries of field 
artillery of 162 men each. ‘The new bill authorizes a 
total of one hundred twenty-six companies of coast 
artillery and a total of thirty batteries of field artillery 
with such enlisted strength each as shall limit the total 
enlisted strength of the artillery arm to 18,920 men. 
It will be necessary, therefore, to organize and equip 
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forty-four ‘companies of coast artillery and fourteen 
batteries of field artillery. | : 

“The present condition of the coast armament is such 
as to call for the immediate organization of all the 
additional companies of coast artillery, while a consid- 
erable part of the increase authorized for field artillery 
may well be deferred, pending certain radical changes 
contemplated in the armament and equipment of these 
batteries’ in ‘the near futtre. 

“I therefore urgently recommend that forty-four com- 
panies be immediately added to the coast artillery and 
suggest the following as tbe simplest, most expeditious 
and most economical course to be pursued in carrying 
this into effect, viz.: 

“Of the eighty-two companies now at posts, select 
forty-four of the number whose stations are such as to 
afford the best facilities for recruiting, equipment and 
instruction. Make of each of these forty-four companies 
of 113 men two companies completely organized, one 
of 57 men and the other of 56 men. This will provide 
at once for the authorized total of one hundred and 
twenty-six coast companies, each of which will be com- 
pletely organized. Thirty-eight of these will have each 
a total enlisted strength of 113 men, forty-four will have 
an enlisted strength of 57 men, while the remaining 
forty-four will have an enlisted strength of 56 men each, 
and the total enlisted strength of the coast artillery 
will not be increased a single man by this first step. 

“The enlisted increase can then be made rapidly, 
economically, and without serious detriment to the 
service efficiency of the whole by recruiting each of the 
eighty-eight companies affected up to the authorized 
strength at the posts where now stationed. No addi- 
tional recruiting officers will be necessary, and the new 
men wil! thus be absorbed gradually, without materially 
lowering the drill standard of the companies, since the 
non-commissioned ofticers, first and second class gunners, 
ete., will all be men of longer service. 

“This suggestion if carried into effect will permit the 
immediate promotion of officers of artillery to fill all 
vacancies in the grade of field officers and captain, 
while fully meeting the requirements and intentions of 
the law in regard to gradual increase in the total number 
of officers by limiting the number of immediate vacancies 
in the grades of Ist and 2d lieutenant. The older offi- 
cers of artillery are clearly entitled to this promotion.” 

The recommendation embodied in the last paragraph, 
as we have already stated, was not adopted by the 
Secretary of War. 





The Senate Committee on Appropriations has re- 
ported the bill making appropriation for fortifications 
in much the same form as it passed the House. As 
has been hinted in these columns, strenuous eiforts 
were made by the Secretary of War, General Miles, 
and generally by officers of the artillery, to have the 
bill amended in such manner as to increase the scope of 
the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications by the addi- 
tion of two officers of the Artillery Corps and by a 
clause giving definite power to that board so that it 
would in reality have for its function the final deter- 
mination of types of ordnance for adoption by the War 
Department. However, too much influence was brought 
to bear upon the committee by the opposition, and up 
to the present no such section has been incorporated in 
the measure. 

We regret exceedingly that the artillery failed in its 
attempt to place the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications in a position to act with authority. The 
regeneration of our coast defenses has been 
delayed by the need of just this power, and cunse- 
quently the armament of the seacoast forts is already 
in modern efficiency far behind the countries of 
Europe. There is no use hiding the fact that we 
have not kept pace with other nations in the develop- 
ment of larger types of ordnance, and we think the 
Secretary of War rightly places the blame upon the 
present uncertainty which characterizes the operations 
of the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications. Formed 
for the distinct purpose of determining types, the power 
of this board has gradually been uSurped until now it 
has no palpable influence left except through the respect 
which the well-known ability of its members is bound 
to command, 

The settlement of a question of ordnance adoption 
or the advisability in purchasing for test any type of 
ordnance equipment is now practically in the hands 
of the Chief of Ordnance, who, we know, is personally 
well versed in his profession, but in whom too much 
power, we think, is vested in this especial connection. 
The Secretary of War is bound to refer such matters, 
we say, to the Chief of Ordnance, who in turn refers 
them to his Board of Ordnance—a board not existing 
by right of law, but by virtue of appointment from the 
Chief of Ordnance. This board reports to the Chief of 
Ordnance and the report is forwarded to the Secretary 
of War, who has the option of approving its recom- 
mendations and taking all blame upon his own shoulders, 
or of disapproving the finding and getting no action 
whatever. In either case the Secretary of War must 
shoulder the responsibility. 

Mr. Root is, therefore, strongly in favor, it is said, 
of having legislation enacted placing in the hands of the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortifications—a body made up 
of able and efficient men existing by virtue of statute— 
the very important matter of selecting types of ordnance 
for our Army. Attention was called to the practices 


of other Powers of recognized military standing, and it 
was shown that the proposed scheme simply con- 
formed with the opinions of the leading military au- 
thorities in the world. The placing of such ordnance 
questions in the hands of the artillery and leading offi- 


cers of the Engineer and Ordnance Corps would seem 
to ‘bé eminently proper, and we cannot see why the 
necessary legislation was refused, unless we go back 
to the old fundamental trouble of personal interference 
caused by partisan feeling. There is, however, still a 
hope that the matter will be settled in the Senate by 
the adoption of an amendment which a certain Senator 
proposes to introduce. We hope for the good of the 
Service the amendment will receive the favorable con- 
sideration which it so wel] deserves. 





PETER SMITH MICHIE. 


The admirable order in which the Superintendent of 
the United States Military Academy announces the 
death of Professor Peter 8. Michie, the dean of the 
Academy faculty, will be read with sympathetic inter- 
est by our soldiers wherever they may be scattered 
over the world. Professor Michie’s name and fame 
are known to many besides the Alumni, but with them 
it has peculiar associations of tender recollection. From 
his entrance into the Academy in 1859 until his death 
on Feb. 16 Professor Michie was separated from West 
Point for only a brief period of five years, during which 
he gave such proof of his ability in war as to lead those 
who knew him to the conclusion that, had the oppor- 
tunity offered, he would have won as great success in the 
field as he did in the instruction room. 

How close Professor Michie’s relations to our Army 
were is shown by the fact that there are not more than 
two or three graduates of the Military Academy now 
on the active list of the Army who have not been m 
association with him at West Point, either as fellow 
members of the Cadet Corps during the years from 
1859 to 1863, when he, too, was receiving instruction 
there, or those from 1867 to the present time in which be 
held the office of instructor or professor. Every grad- 
uate for over a generation has come more or less under 
the influence of his vigorous personality and he was 
as universally respected and loved as he was widely 
known. ‘The name of Michie has, indeed, become a 
synonym for those high ideals of duty and honor which 
it is the mission of our national institutions to foster. 

Possessed of a strong and clear intelligence, inspired 
by an ardent love of his profession and of the school of 
instruction with which it was identified in his mind, con- 
trolled by a high sense of duty, and filled with affection- 
ate sympathy for the young men it was his office to 
guide Professor Michie was in all respects admirably 
fitted for the office he held and the place he has left 
vacint is not one easy to fill with a worthy successor. 

In the character of Professor Michie was found a 
rare combination of independence and decision of char- 
acter with geniality and a disposition to oblige and assist 
all who came within the sphere of his influence. He pos- 
sessed that strong sense of humor which saves a man 
from ever becoming dull or common place, and the merry 
quips and quirks with which he enlivened the recitation 
room and added to the pleasure of social intercourse 
will long be remembered and preserved among the 
traditions of the Academy. 

The foundation of Professor Michie’s character was 
the sense of religious obligation. His faith may not 
have conformed in all respects to the requirements of 
orthodox conventionality, but it was a vital faith, fill- 
ing his own soul with the serenity of a perfect assurance 
of the continuity of life and a cheerful acceptance of 
whatever fortune came, be it good or evil. It was 
subjected to the severest practical test when three years 
ago he was deprived, within a few months, of his two 
fine sons—one dying on the field of battle in Cuba, and 
the other falling a victim to the disease to which his 
father has just succumbed, pneumonia. How well the 
Professor stood this severe test only those cun know 
who were privileged to enter into his inner thoughts. 
But, bear it as he might, the blow was one from which 
the strong man never fully recovered, for with his two 
brave boys went his hopes and ambitions for the future. 

For some years Professor Michie had suffered from 
what his physicians have pronounced to be some form 
of heart disease, and this, no doubt, predisposed his 
system to yield to the influence of the disease which 
ended his useful life. He leaves a wife and daughter, 
and has two brothers still living. The facts of his 
ofticial career are so fully set forth in the order of 
Colonel Mills that we need not repeat them here, only 
adding what Gen. Benj. F. Butler, on whose staff he 
served during the civil war, says of Professor Michie’s 
connection with that famous work, the Dutch Gap 
eanal: “The work proceeded under the direction of my 
skilled engineer, Major Peter S. Michie, than whom I 
know of no more eflicient engineer.” His title of Brig- 
adier General by brevet was one Professor Michie 
cherished with becoming pride, as a testimony to the 
valuable service he was able to render, immediately 
upon his graduation, to his country at the crisis of its 
fate. He also received the brevets of captain and major 
in the Regular Army “‘for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vice in the final campaign against Richmond,” and that 
of lieutenant colonel “for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vices during the campaign terminating at Appomatox C. 
H..” After the surrender of Lee, General Michie was 
occupied for over a year ‘n making a survey of the 
theatre of war around Richmoud, after which he en- 
joyed a year’s leave of abseuce, from April 30, 1806, to 
April 30, 1867. 

In 1870 Professor Michie was sent to Europe as a 
member of the commission to collect information on the 
fabrication of iron for defensive purposes in coast forti- 
fications. In 1871 he was uppointed a member of the 
Board of Overseers of the Thayer School of Civil En- 
gineering, Dartmouth College, N. H. In the same 
year the College of New Jersey conferred upon him the 
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"gree of Ph.D., and in 1873 he received the degree of 
\A. from Dartmouth. He was the author of “Elements 
of Wave Motion,” “Life of General Upton,” “Personal 
of Sea-coast Defense,” Elements of Analytical Me- 
chanics” and Elements of Hydro-Mechanics.” He was 
engaged at the time of his death upon a “History of the 
Military Academy” and a “Life of General McClellan.” 

The funeral of Professor Michie was held at West 
Point on the afternoon of Monday, Feb. 18. It was the 
largest and most imposing funeral that has taken place 
at West Point since the burial of General Winfield 
Scott in 1866. Every department of the post was closed 
and officers, cadets and soldiers followed the body to the 
grave. There were several distinguished Army officers 
from abroad, active and retired, in attendance. Colonel 
Tillman was master of ceremonies and Chaplain Ship- 
man conducted the religious services, On all sides were 
heard the most sincere expressions of grief at his loss, 
for “None knew him but to love him; none named him 
but to praise.” 








WEAKNESS OF CONTRACT SURGEON SYSTEM. 


Commenting on the annual report of Colonel and 
Asst. Surg. Gen. Charles R. Greenleaf, Chief Surgeon 
for the Division of the Philippines, the New York 
“Medical Journal” says that his statements and con- 
clusions are strongly corroborative of what has been 
freely urged on the Government, and it hopes his 
views will prevail. Our medical contemporary is par- 
ticularly impressed with Colonel Greenleaf’s views on 
the fundamental weakness of the contract system. It 
agrees With his contention that to place civilians with- 
out real rank or authority in the position of quasi- 
officers is an injustice to the surgeon himself, and to 
the Medical Department, which has to be responsible 
for his acts. The contract surgeon is not an officer, 
and the knowledge that this is the case, Colonel Green- 
leaf says, makes him less exact and prompt in bending 
to military discipline, 

The surgeon may even desert and leave his post un- 
supplied with medical attendance, as has actually hap- 
peued in one instance, and there is no law, so far as 
Colonel Greenleaf knows, by which he can be punished 
or brought back and made to perform his duties; he 
get. a year’s experience and is just beginning to learn 
his work when his coutract expires; an untrained man 
takes his place, and the process begins anew. All 
wil! agree with the Chief Surgeon when he says that 


to discipline and train men for so short a service is a’ 


hopeless task and that the contract system is the least 
economical, the least effective, aud the least satisfac- 
tory that could be devised, and that, if the present 
acting assistant surgeons were all to receive commis- 
sions as lieutenants of Volunteers, to serve for two 
years or until their services were no longer required, 
the evils of the present system would in large part be 
remedied. It is pleasing to learn that Colonel Green- 
leaf has nothing to say against the professional quali- 
fications of the men who are now sent to the Philip- 
pines, Which he finds satisfactory, while expressing the 
opinion that they require only a fixed status, a burden 
of responsibility and a longer service to make them 
extremely valuable, 


LETTER WRITING AND ITS DANGERS. 


A letter purporting to have been written by Private 
Custer Henderson, Company H, 32d Vol. Inf., has 
caused considerable of a flurry in that regiment. It 
was said to have been sent to his parents, who live at 
St. Bernice, Ind. As it expressed sympathy with the 
rebels and scored the American soldiers for their con- 
duct in Manila the authorities got after the young man. 
His parents made an affidavit declaring that the letter 
as published came from him addressed to his mother. 
A “Lieutenant Boyle” having declared Private Hen- 
derson to be a “jail-bird and unreliable,” a number of 
citizens of his home town made affidavit to the good 
qualities and reliability of the letter writer. After all 
this it was, in the vernacular, “up to” the private. He 
met the situation Napoleonically by writing to the com- 
manding officer of the 32d an unequivocal denial that 
he had written such a letter, making it fairly bristle 
with expressions like “positively deny” and “solemniy 
repudiate.” On top of this a letter was seut to the 
same commanding ofticer signed by -34 members of 
Private Henderson’s command testifying to his loyalty 
and to his having expressed himself often in sentiments 
directly opposite to those set forth in the troublesome 
letter, which appears to have been a pious -fraud con- 
cocted in the interest of so-called anti-imperialism. 

A cashier of a Hong Kong bank in Mamila named A. 
Ross got into similar trouble, according to newspaper 
cable advices. He is said to have written a letter which 
was published in ‘The South Australian Register,” 
ac a the United States —— Commissioners of

THE STATUS OF CUBA. 

The Constitutional Convention at Havana has been 
Wrestling with the different problems inseparable from 
the birth of a new State. It is said that General Wood 
has been instructed from Washington to make it clear to 
the Cuban government makers that one of their princi- 
pal duties is to define the relations that shall exist be- 
tween Cuba and the United States. The Washington 
‘orvespondent of the New York “Sun” says that a con- 
ference was held the other day between Secretary Root 
and Senators Platt, of Connecticut, and Spooner, mem- 
bers of the Cuban Relations Committee, at which a 


line of American policy was mapped out, the basis of 
Which is the principle that the United States is to be 
the guarantor and protector of Cuba.

The problem of our future re- 
lations with Cuba is not an easy one to solve. If it 
is not satisfactorily settled now it may not be many years 
before we shall be again involved in war, and 
with some European power which might not be t 
with as Spain was. = 


CONDITIONS AT GUAM. 


Comdr. Seaton Schroeder, Governor of Guam, in a 
letter dated Dec. 17, 1900, to Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Hackett says: “The island of Guam is doing as 
well as can be expected. A considerable number of the 
timber and nipa houses have been rebuilt, and the 
greater part of the population is now under cover, with 
a fair degree of comfort. There have been issued so 
far to the needy about 100 tons of provisions, all of 
which has been provided by the island treasury. It is 
pleasant to chronicle that there has not been a case of 
typhoid on the island this autumn.” 

Rear Admiral Kempf’s report to the Navy Depart- 
ment deals with the condition of Government property 
in Guam after the storm. The Government house—the 
Governor’s residence—was unroofed, and the walls of 
the galleries on the north side were severely damaged, 
in some places being torn away. The ‘interior was 
flooded by rain. The prison was nearly unroofed. Bar- 
racks No. 1 was qqecitecalay damaged, but not un- 
roofed. Barracks Nos. 2 and 3 were unroofed. The 
schoolhouse was considerably damaged. The building 
protecting the distilling plant was unroofed and the 
smoke-pipe partly destroyed. The sawmill building was 
eompletely destroyed, also the buildi used as a ma- 
chine shop. The ice plant was partly unroofed, but 
in comparison with other buildings suffered little. The 
coal sheds at Agana and Piti were unroofed. The coal 
pile in Piti was swept away. The naval warehouse in 
Piti was unroofed and the timbers crushed in. Three 
of the bridges between Agana and Piti were carried 
away. Forty-one lives were lost in the storm. 
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Congressman Slayden of Texas, in the debate on the 
Army Appropriation bill in the House Feb. 12, made 
some very truthful and forcible remarks on the tender- 
ness shown in Congress toward men who are on record 
in the War Department as deserters from the 
Army during the Civil War. Mr. Slayden said: 
“The Committee on Military Affairs have two sub- 
committees to consider desertion bills. Hach of the sub- 
committees has before it about a thousand bills intended 
to remove the charge of desertion from would-be pension- 
ers. In nearly every one of these cases a record has been 
received from the War Department, and it has been 
carefully considered. Out of all these 2,000 cases only 
32 have been found worthy a report; and even in these 


32 cases it is a question if the sympathy of the com- 
mittee has not been so moved that a claimant has been 
given the benefit of a doubt.” Various cases were men- 


tioned by Mr. Slayden. Among those petitioning for 
relief was John Barron, Co. D, Md. Inf. Mr. Slayden 
said: “If ever a man did need the aid of Con to 


burnish up his character that man is Private John Bar- 
ron, of Co. D Maryland Inf. A deserter, he was 
arrested in Washington, suffering with a loathsome 
disease. Imprisoned as a deserter and blackmailer, he 
is released only to turn up again as a skulking coward, 
who mutilated himself to keep out of battle. ntenced 
to be shot, he had the at good fortune to have his 
sentence mitigated to a dishonorable discha and three 
years’ imprisonment. Can Congress give relief to such 
a man? I think not. Indeed, I think it would strain 
the plan of salvation to wash away the sins of Private 
John Barron. Yet, if the bill for his relief from the 
charge of desertion and to grant him an honorable di 
charge should pass, he will surely ask for a pensioi, 
and will no doubt plead that his loathsome disease was 
contracted and his toes lost in the line of duty. The 
provisions of the general law are ample to afford relief 
to every soldier who has any claim to the consideration 
of Congress. The man whose case is not covered by 
these extravagantly libéral laws is simply a deserter, 
and should forever bear the brand of his shame.” 


The New York “Tribune” estimates the number of 
civilian employees in the departments at Washington at 
19,446, the average of their salaries being $1,000, making 
a total of $19,628,505.72. In the Treasury Depart- 
ment there are 4,881; Interior, 4,440; Government 
Printing Office, 3,150; District Government, 3,026; War 
Department, 1.787; Agriculture, 804; Post Office De- 
partment, 697; Navy Department, 324; Department of 
Justice, 141; Department of Labor, 101; Department of 
State 95. The Army and Navy colony numbers 350 or 400 
officers including some sixty generals and admirals, 
active and retired. The chief element in the selection 
of these civilian officials is vicinage and opportunity to 
press one’s claims. Thus Ohio, which is supposed to he 
the favorite of fortune in this particular, has only 837 
places, while the District of Columbia has 5,314, Mary- 
land, 1,365, and Virginia, 1,252. New York has 1,734. 
The total for twenty-seven other States having over 
100 each is 7,058. he remaining nineteen States and 
Territories have in all 631, from for Arkansas to 6 for 
Alaska. Thus it appears that the two States of Vir- 
ginia and Marviaea while not classed as Republican, 
and the District of Columbia, which does not vote 
at all, have among them nearly one-half of these offices 
under a Republican Administration. Nine ‘Southern 
Democratic States have a total of 2,077 emplo To 
1,825 for nine Republican States of corresponding im- 
portance. This indicates that the influence that secures 
appointment is personal rather than political, though 
the element of the civil service rules is to be considered. 
A large proportion of the District’s office holders are 
the sons and daughters and relatives of old office holders 
from other quarters and of Army and Navy officers. 
Thus, whole families are known to be quartered upon 
the Government. This is not because of the superiority

Rear Admiral Philip Hichborn will relinquish his 

vost as Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair 

‘eb. 23, 1901, and_ although he does not retire from 
active service until March 4 he will not be at the Navy 
Department from this day. The work done by Admiral 
Hichborn since he has been Chief Naval Constructor is 
worthy of especial mention and of emulation by his 
successors. 

In pursuance to a s vecial act of Congress Ensigi 
Everett Hayden, of the Navy, retired, has been appoint- 
ed a lieutenant on the active list in the same relative 
position which he would have occupied if he had never 
been placed on the retired list. The officer was retired 
for disabilities sustained while on detached service mak- 
ing geological surveys. It seems that he fell over a 
precipice and broke his leg, which necessitated amputa- 
tion. The restoration of insign Hayden is largely due 
to a recent decision rendered by the Attorney General 
to the effect that an officer physically é} enqoenees for sea 
service need not necessarily be retired from the active 
list of the Navy. Lieutenant Hayden will be assigned 
to permanent shore duty.

THE NAVAL RESERVE PROJECT. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

It now being generally understood that the Naval Re- 
serve project embodied in H. R. bill No. 13103, intro- 
duced by Mr. Cummings, has not received the approval 
of the Navy Department, which continues to support 
the Foss bill (H. R. 12126), it seems to be in order for 
somebody to rise and explain why the former measure 
has been accredited to the authorship of Admiral Dewey, 
Rear Admiral Crowninshield and Captain Evans, and 
7 having been introduced with the Department’s sanc- 

on. 

Paragraph 231 of the Revised Regulations provides 
that “combinations of officers for the pu e of iufiu- 
encing legislation * * * are forbidden.” Paragraph 
232 further provides that “all * * * communications 
from any officer or officers of the Navy * * * ad- 

to Congress, or to either House thereof, or to any. 
committee of Congress on any subject of legislation re- 
lating to the Navy, pending, proposed or suggested, shall 
be forwarded through the Navy Department and- not 
otherwise, except by authority of the Department.” 

The distinguished officers above named have not, so 
far as is known, repudiated the statements made by the 
newspapers all over the country as to their hand in the 
matter, although, it is but fair to say, there is a 
rumor that Admiral Dewey and Captain Evans had 
practically nothing to do with it. Whether one or all 
of them admit its paternity, it is still quite inconceiv- 
able that the above stringent regulations should have 
been violated. In any event, it is difficult to perceive 
how the measure ever got into Congress “by authority 
of the Navy Department.” 

The principle involved is rather important, and the 
question is being freely asked, whether, if the reputed 
progenitors had been, say, lieutenants, the aspect of

PEACE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
Cabugao, P. I., Jan. 5, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The election has been over for more than two months, 
and every insurgent leader knows the result of it. The 
insurrection seems to be no nearer at an end than it did 
months ago. There are 70,000 American soldiers in the 
islands and half of them are chasing or hunting insur- 
gents nearly every day. All efforts have failed to accom- 
plish the desired result. No serious losses on either side 
are noted, but unless some new scheme is adopted or 
the number of troops doubled, it would seem that the 
Msurgents could keep up their present style of warfare 
indefinitely. 

Their armed forces are seldom encountered except in 
trenches on the summits of the highest foot hills or 
mountains. They are warned by spies or can see our 
troops coming for hours and days in advance. A few 
volleys or shots may be fired and away they go, and no 
Anterican soldier can begin to keep the pace. 

Should their foraging parties be surprised in barrios 
(outlyine farms) they fly into the brush and one might 
as well Icok for a needle in a haystack as to search tor 
them. If armed parties are surrounded or too closely 
pressed, arms are hidden, shirts pulled out from under 
the belts, and our troops find nothing but friendly hom- 
bres (men) cutting bamboo or rice in nearby fields. 
When questioned they lie like fiends, and as soon as the 
troops are gone all they have to do to become full-fledged 
insurgents is to put their shirts inside of their belts 
and pick up the hidden rifles and bolos. 

Our soldiers go to the outlying barrios and tell the 
farmers if they give food or shelter to the insurgents 
that their crops and houses will be burned. The armed 
insurgent foraging party comes along the next night and 
tells the farmers if they don't give them food that the 
insurgents will destroy their property and kill them be- 
sides. Our officers tell the farmers to come in town at 
once and tell them when insurgents are around and that 
our troops will go out and kill or capture them. The 
insurgent leader tells or warns the same farmer that if 
he dares to give any information to the Americans he'll 
be murdered, and his house and crops burned. The 
farmers are surely “between the devil and the deep 
sea. 

All sorts of plans have been tried, and nearly every one 
has an idea of how he would put down the insurrection. 
It is believed, however, that the surest and quickest 
way to conquer the insurgents is to attack their main 
article of food. The cheapest and most humane method 
of doing this is to compel every farmer who lives more 
than a mile or two from the nearest town occupied by 
our troops to bring his rice crop and store it in the town 
where it ¢an be guarded easily. Receipt to each one 
for all he brings in, make him prove how many there 
are in his family, and then issue to him a certain amount 
every week for the sustenance of his people, much on 
the same lines as we used to issue rations to the Indians. 
Then the farmer will be protected, for he will never have 
any surplus food to give to insurgents, either forcibly 
or otherwise. Then will we begin to know friend from

On the vessel on which I am serving marines man 
beat falls, coal ship, holy-stone decks, stand by for 
quarter-deck guard and stand watches, while those sery- 
ing ashore escape the greatest part of these duties. | 
do not mean to “complain” of what a marine does aboard 
ship, but merely mention this to show that we, on ship, 
do more work, and some that is disagreeable to a 
marine, than our more “fortunate” comrades on shore, 
Yet, because we are “aboard ship” we must lose the 
twenty per cent. increase. Again, when there is a 
scouting party to be sent out and some detached duty 
to be done, in some cases it is done by marines serving 
in ships in these islands. I, myself; have been on two 
such expeditions within the last year, and did as hard 
duty both day and night as any marine serving ashore. 
I hardly think it fair to marines serving on ships here 
that they be deprived of the extra money the more 
fortunate ones ashore receive, and sincerely hope that 
some officer or friend of marines on board ship wil! do 
something in*their favor so that they will be on the 
same footing with those ashore, who are greatly en- 
vied by those aboard ship, not because of the increase 
in pay but because shore duty is the more preferable.

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MAIL ITEMS.FROM THE PHILIPPINES. . 
The municipal council of Vigan, the capital of the 
province of [lecos Sur, Northern Luzon, have erected 
, monument to the memory of the late General Lawton. 
U. S. V., in the principal square of the city. The cer- 
emony of dedication was solemnized on New Year's Day, 
and many eulogies were delivered on. the heroic life of 
the American general. All the principal Filipinos of the 
city were present, and by their demonstration showed 
their regard for the American officer. 

The Philippine Cavalry, Major M. A. Batson com- 
manding, made a smart coup on Dec. 28, succeeding in 
preaking a band of rebels, capturing some of their 
rifles, tnd “in finding and destroying Geronimo’s head- 
quarters. At 1 a.m. Major Batson left Obando with a 
force of 200 native cavalrymen for the pur of 
preaking up this gang at its camp. A hurried, silent 
march brought them to their destination some time 
before daylight. ‘The insurgents were thoroughly sur- 
prised and for the moment demoralized. They attempt- 
ed to rush the cordon in an effort to break through. 
The Macabebes stood fast, however, and a number of 
the Pra, were killed. The remainder wisely surren- 
dered. wenty-five were taken along who were known 
insurgents, besides a number of others who. are charged 
with harboring insurgents. In the neighborhood Geroni- 
mo’s poetearren were discovered and razed to the 

round, 
eCabatuan, a beautiful little place about fifteen miles 
from Lloilo, was burned the night of Dec. 15. For the 
last year it had been garrisoned by Co. H, 18th, and 
Co. H, 26th Inf., but when the present campaign opened 
most of the troops composing the garrison went on the 

“hike,” leaving only twenty-one men of Co. H, 18th, to 
hold the town. The insurgents, learning of this, entered 
the suburbs and began burning about midnight on the 
15th, at the same time firing volleys in the direction of 
the convent, which was occupied by the small detach- 
ment of Americans. Our men immediately returned the 
fire, but were so far outnumbered that to advance was 
an impossibility. The whole town with the exception 
of the convent and church was burned to the = 
The hospital, containing nine patients, was also burned, 
but the sick were gotten out safely. This account we 
find in the Manila “Times.” 

That our soldiers are up to date in the Philippines 
one will not deny after reading the account in the 
Manila oo of the sensation created by the Signal 
Corps, U. 8. A., which imported .an automobile and 
dashed up and down the Luneta with their horseless 
vehicle, under the guidance of Corporal Ellsworth, of 
E Company of the Signal Corps, who is an expert elec- 
trical engineer and thoroughly familiar with the horse- 
less carriage. It is at present used for the accommoda- 
tion of the officers of the corps and the transportation 
of message-transmitting paraphernalia necessary in the 
work of the department. It\is intended as time goes on 
to make more extended trips in the outskirts of the 
city, visiting the different stations of the Signal Corps 
in Paca, Malate, and elsewhere, and to use it extensively 
for line repairs, for which it is eminently suited. 

Accounts from Leyte and Samar state that a recon- 
noissance Rarty under Lieuts. H. S. Swann and L. H. 
Leaf, 438d Vol. Inf., was moving on Dec. 14 toward the 
north coast town of Barugo, when it was fired upon by 
insurgents located at different intrenched ints. The 
severity of the single volley is shown by the fact that 
seven men had fourteen wounds as a result of it. Two 
men of L Co., Privates Hamilton and Simms, were in- 
stantly killed. Private Higgins, of the same company, 
was mortally wounded, dying the same day. The re- 
maining wounded enlisted men were Lucier, of Co. K, 
and Taylor, of L. Lieutenant Leaf, says the “American,” 
was shot twice in right leg. After the Americans, under 
Lieutenant Swann, got after the hill shooters, the in- 
surgents are known to have lost two dead. This is the 
heaviest loss the 43d has sustained, excepting the big 
loss at Catubig last summer. 

The ups and downs of some American scouting de- 
techments are shown by this report from General Bates: 
“Lieutenant Meekin, 47th Vol. Inf., with 29 men, same 
regiment, left Legaspi Jan. 5 and scouted in the vicinity 
of Banguersuban, Province of Albay, Captu 
40 prisoners and a few machetes at Saysan. urned 
buildings and 45 bushels of rice. Later killed a boloman 
and wounded an insurrecto lieutenant, who escaped. The 
party while crossing a creek in a large banca were fired 
upon by fifty riflemen at a range of 300 yards. Re- 
turned fire but capsized in deep water, losing overboard 
seven rifles. Later while crossing in a small dug-out 
lost one rifle and a cartridge belt. American casualties: 
lst Sergeant Lininger wounded in head, slight; Private 
W. Taylor, in both legs, severe; Private Bentley, in 
left groin, severe. Enemy’s loss unknown.” 

The American forces operating in the Province of 
lloilo, under Major E. D. Anderson, on Dec. 12 attacked 
the insurgent stronghold, Passi, and after a sharp fight 
drove the insurgents out and took possession of the 
town, killing a number and capturing one rifle and a 
small amount of ammunition. he Americans had two 
men wounded in the fight, though neither seriously. 
This is the second time our troops have taken Passi. In 
November, 1899, General Hughes captured the place 
after a hard fight, in which Captain Warwick, 18th 
Inf., was killed. . 

The first public school exercises in English ever held 
in Tayabas Province took place on Dec. 24 at the public 
school of Lucena, for boys only. The schoolroom was 
handsomely decorated with plants and flowers. The 
portrait of President McKinley hung beneath the Ameri- 
can flag. There were many visitors present, both natives 
and Americans, who expressed themselves astonished at 
the progress made by the children under the American 
‘teacher, Corp. Maxwell G. Phillips, Co. A, 30th Vol. 
Inf., who is greatly in love with his work. Col, Corne- 
lus Gardener made a speech. here are now four public 
schools in operation in Tayabas Province. 

The Manila “Times” of Jan. 11 said that the question 
f establishing a new navy yard with dry docks had 
been settled, Olongapo being chosen as the site. Sur- 
veys of this location were made by the Spanish formerly, 
and some work on the docks had been commenced when 
the war with America broke out. The Naval Commis- 
ion which sat at Cavite unanimously recommended 
Olongano. While the higher leaders will be deported, 
he “Times” says, temporary quarters will be built at 
Olongapo for the accommodation of the rank and file of 
the insurgents and other lesser political prisoners. Lieu- 
tenant McIntyre, of the 37th Vol. Inf., has been placed 
1 charge of the direct supervision of the work. The 
\rmy and Navy Journal, some issues back, discussed at 
length Olongapo’s advantages for a naval station.

UNCLE SAM’S BIG DEPARTMENT STORE. 


The Manila “American” of Dec. 25, in treating of the 
Commissary Department as the “Greatest Department 
Store in the World,” says that “ twenty million pounds 
of grub a month are distributed by the commissariat of 
the Division of the Philippines. With the difficult means 
of transportation to outlying districts (in many cases the 
soldiers have to fight their way to procure their supplies) 
the greatest of credit,” says the “American,” “is due the 
Commissary Department for the masterful way the werk 
is accomplished.” 

Besides the twenty million pounds of stores sent away 
to..the various organizations in the archipelago every 
month, the troops in China also receive their rations 
from the Manila Depot. ‘lhe Department has a number 
of immense warehouses, and notwithstanding a constant 
output of supplies the storehouses are aiways filled 
almost te overtiowing with cargoes from arriving trans- 
ports. Originally there was but one centre for the Com- 
missary Department, and this was located on the water- 
front in the big building next the Custom House. Later, 
to facilitate the supplying of troops two sub-divisions 
were made, one known.as the Department of Northe:n 
Luzon, the other as the Department of Southern Luzun. 
Both these Departments, however, receive all their in- 
voices from the original or main depot, the latter being 
known as the Division Depot Commissary. This com- 
prises three mammoth warehouses, and at all times they 
are packed to the roof with all varieties of edibles. 

The otfices of the Division Depot are located on the 
second. floor of the Inchausti building, overlooking the 
river. Col. C. A. Woodruff is the Chief Commissary for 
the Division and Capt. J. C. Read is the Depot Com- 
missary officer, with Capt. J. H. McRae, 3d Inf., as his 
assistant. Upon Captain Read devolves the whole re- 
sponsibility for the custody and output of the commis- 
sary supplies stored in the three huge warehouses located 
on the river front. In one warehouse 400 articles are 
carried upon the list of commissary supplies, and suca 
bulky supplies as beans, vinegar, cann s, bacon, 
hard tack, ete., are piled clear to the roof. There are 
over a millién pounds of bacon in a single warehouse, 
besides great piles of barrels containing sugar-cured hum. 
In one building there are nothing but rice and flour; 
in another piles of boxes of toilet soaps, beef stew, emer- 
gency ration; in another 11,000 sacks of sugar (over a 
million unds) were stacked up and boxes contain- 
ing pickles, spices, plum pudding, devilled meats, apol- 
linaris and shasta water and the like. Kntering another 
doorway one meets a lot of cutlery, washtubs, etc., and 
then continuing into the next room everything that a 
literarily inclined man needs is encounter This is de- 
voted entirely to stationery and its adjuncts. 

Across from this department is another building 
containing a huge pile of sacks. One consists of the 
modest number of 23,000 mats of rice (one and a quarter 
million pounds) and next to this lot is a “wad” of sugar 
(500,000 pounds). Beside these two items there are «n- 
numerable boxes containing canned fruit, sardines and 
tobacco. 

The issuing department has one feature which the 
American soldier will always respect, and that is the 
tobacco department. There a quarter of a million cigars 
are issued every month, besides large quantities of beth 
smoking and chewing tobacco. In the section across 
from the tobacco igo there are stored 450, 
pounds of bacon, boxes of ginger ale and 100 
eases of malted milk. Perhaps the most important por- 
tion of the whole business, and one which appeals to the 
stomach of the average soldier, is the fresh meat pro 
sition. This is looked after by Sergeant Blake and a 
butcher, who cuts the meat as required, weighs it, aud 
sends it away. , 





EARNINGS OF THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


The Senate Committee on Interoceanic Canals in re- 
porting stated that they had delayed in order to present 
the special statement of Mr. Emory R. Johnson, a mem- 
ber of the Isthmian Canal Commission. This state- 
ment proves conclusively that as an investment the Nica- 
ragua Canal will earn a highly remunerative profit on a 
cost of even $200,500,000, which is the extreme estimate 
of cost presented by the Isthmian Canal Commission. 
Mr. Johnson shows that the conclusion reached by the 
traffic investigations conducted by the Isthmian Canal 
Commission is that about 7,500,000 tons of traffic will 
be available for the canal in 1914, if the rate of increase 
for the past ten years be continued until that date. 
The tonnage of the Suez Canal increased 46 per cent. 
from 1889 to 1899, and there are strong reasons for 
believing that the growth in the traffic of an American 
interoceanic canal during the first decade of its use 
will be fully as rapid as has been the case with the 
Suez Canal during the past decade. Everything points 
to a large increase in the commerce of the west coast of 
South America as the result of the opening of the 
canal, and also in the trade of the United States with 
her Pacific possessions, and with Oceania and Oriental 
countries. An increase of 50 per cent. in the traffic of 
1914 may safely be expected to take place during the 
ten years following that date. That would make the 
traffic of the Isthmian Canal 11,250,000 tons in 1924, a 
conservative estimate. 

Since 1885 there has been practically no increase in the 
number of vessels passing through the Suez Canal. The 
large development of tonnage during that period has been 
the result of the increase in the average size of vessels. 
and not in the number of ships. e mean net register 
of the vessels using the Suez Canal will very soon reach 
3,000 tons. Should the present rate of increase continue 
until 1914, the vessels will then average 3,600 tons net, 
and it is probable that the larger dimensions about to be 
given the Suez Canal! will result in a more rapid increase 
in the size of vessels than is now taking place. 

A study of the growth of receipts from tolls shows 
that the receipts in 1881 were more than double those 
of 1874, and those of 1891 were three times those of 
1874, and those of 1899 were three and seven-tenths 
times those twenty-five years earlier. It is shown that 
75 per cent. of the total Suez Canal shipping in 1892 
was under the British flag. By 1898 this had fallen to 
66 per cent., and in 1899 it was 64 per cent.

Florida and Cuba until Feb, 23, 1899, when he was 
mustered out with honor and returned to Boston.

LATEST FROM MANILA. 

In recent fighting in the Philippines Major Langhorne, 
with a detachment of the 39th Vol. Inf., engaged the 
insurgents at Tuy, fifteen miles from Batangas. He 
captured a quantity of arms and some important papers. 


A battalion of the 49th Vol. Inf. attacked 300 insur- 
gepts at Tayabas. The insurgents had forty-three 
casualties. The Americans hau four men wounded. 
Major Maximo Angles, with a body of insurgents and 
112 Mauser rifles, surrendered to Captain Freeland, 
of the 3d Inf., on Feb. 12. In a skirmish between a 


company of the 21st Inf. and some rebels near Tayabas 
the rebel leader, Calorar, who caused the mutilation 
of the bodies of some of the 30th Vol. Inf. some time 
ago, was captured. Captain, Bowen, of the 5th Inf., 
has obtained a confession from the insurgent Calingas, 
who murdered Eugene Lyons, of that regiment, some 
time ago. Lyons, who.was wounded, was left on the 
field for dead. He revived and was captured and mur- 
dered by Calingas. 

Capt. Wm. F. Martin, with 37 scouts and 80 men of 
the 5th Inf., surprised General Alejandrino and Col. 
Villamor at Paparia, Abra Province, on Feb. 16. Col. 
Villamor was reported wounded, but he managed to 
escape. Twenty-four cavalry horses and some arms 
were captured. Pagsajan, Prevince of Laguna, was 
attacked on three sides at the same time by 2U0 rebels 
on Feb. 16. They were repulsed without loss to the 
Americans. Col. W. S. Schuyler, of the 46th Vol. Inf., 
reports a successful expedition in the Province of Cavite. 
He landed two sections of his regiment on the Cavite 
coast, at Ternate and Paniman, on Feb. 13. The men 
climbed a high mountain in the night time and surprised 
several small parties of insurgents. The objective 
point of the expeditions was the camp of the rebel com- 
mander, General ‘Trias, but he escaped. One American 
was mortally wounded. 

Official eeperes for the week ending Feb. 16 show 
approximately that 25 insurgent officers and 350 men, 
ow rifles, 70 other arms and 5,500 rounds of ammuni- 
tion were taken by the Americans in twenty skirmishes 
in the island of Luzon. Only three American casualties 
were reported. During the week the police arrested 
thirty insurgents in Manila. 

The Civil Commission's visit to Bacolor on Feb. 12 
Was an event of much political significance. Bacolor 
is 35 miles north of Manila on the railroad. Representa- 
tives from other towns in the province were present. A 
banquet was given in the Government Building, which 
was elaborately decorated. ‘he Mayor of Bacolor 
complimented Gen, F. D. Grant, the commander of the 
province, on the pacification of Pampanga Province. 
Ex-General Flores, one of the leaders of the Federal 
party, exhorted the Filipinos to work for peace. The 
next day civil government was established, a governor 
of the province being »ppointed, as well as other officers, 
among them being Lieut. Wm. L. Goodale, 41st Vol. 
Inf., as temporary treasurer, and Lieut. L. P. Butler, 
also of the 4ist, as temporary supervisor. Army offi- 
cers ‘filling places temporarily will not be required to 
give bonds; neither will they receive any salary beyond 
their Army pay. The historic day was closed with a 
speech by General Grant for the Pampangans, which 
was greeted with enthusiastic “‘vivas’ and pledges of 
loyalty. On Feb. 18 the semi-pacified Province of Tar- 
lac, north of Pampanga, received civil government, 
though with some misgiving on the part of the Civil 
Commission. These officers were appointed: Capt. 
Wallis O. Clark, 12th Inf., Provisional Governor; Lieut. 
Henry M. Morrow, 32d Vol. Inf., treasurer, and Lieut. 
Robert S. Welsh, 39th Vol. Inf., supervisor. Civil gov- 
ernment was also established at Dagupan, Province of 
Pangasinan. 

The Carman conspiracy is taking on new aspects. 
The associate of the Belgian consul has been arested 
and is said to be implicated in the Carman dealings 
with rebels. The Consul himself left Manila on Feb. 
19 for Brussels. It is now known that a number of 
persons were involved with Carman. 

Gen. Geo. W. Davis, a recent arrival in Manila, has 
been designated to conduct the investigation into the 
charges against D. M. Carman, the American contract- 
or, who, with his partner, Theodorio Carranza, a Span- 
ish merchant, was arrested Feb. 6 charged with fur- 
nishing supplies to aid the insurgents. 

Board of Health statistics show that from Jan. 1 to 
Feb. 11 there was a decrease of 77 per cent. in the 
number of cases of bubonic plague. There has also 
been a decrease of 25 per cent. in the number of cases 
of smallpox. Advances from Manila dated Feb. 11 
stated that three cases of plague and seven cases of 
smallpox were discovered in Manila the previous week, 
but the appearance of these diseases caused no alarm 
to the Health Board, which is prepared to contro] their 
annual visitation, wu:ich is expected during the hot 
season. 

The transport Rosecrans, which sailed for Guam 
with a number of deported rebels some time ago, return- 
ed to Manila on Feb. 19. She arrived at Guam on Jan. 
24 with thirty-two prisoners, and the Solace arrived of 
Jan. 31 with eleven prisoners. The quarters consist of 
a former official Spanish residence and additional! struc-

Speaking ef Major and Surgeon Guy L. Edie’s de 
parture from Manila for the United States the Mauila 
“American” of Jan. 1 said: “During Major Eudie’s 
term of office he has been continually fighting 
disease and epidemics. He succeeded wonderfully in 


crushing out the plague and keeping the city in a 
healthy state. He has worked hard and faithfully and 
deserves a trip home to recruit his strength.” 

He took charge in August, 1899, a ractically or- 
ganized the Board of Health. He established the rezis- 
try of births and deaths, organized the Municipal is- 
pensary, carried on the important work of_ vaccination 
and distributed vaccine to all parts of the Island. He 
made the first recommendations in the attempt to seg- 
regate the leper.. He was president of the Board of 
Health throughout the plague epidemic there, and it wag 
due to his efforts that the number of cases was so 
limited. It was Major Edie who instituted and organized 
the campaign against all adulterated foods and drinks, a 
boon which Manila, the “Times” says, has searcely yet 
realized and the far reaching effects of which are stil] 
unknown. During his term of office Major Edie es- 
tablished a temporary sanitary ins ion corps for the 
purpose of house to house examination during the plazue 
scare, and which was afterward turned into a perma- 
nent corns in existence to-day. 

Under his administration the presence of glanders was 
detected and all horses killed when neccessary. Rind- 
erpest has also been limited in its spread by the veier- 
inary department under his direction. He also advo- 
cated the segregation of the social evil, steps in which 
direction by the authorities have won the approbation 
of the public. During his administration the death rate 
of this Philippine metropolis was notably diminished 
and the present improved sanitary condition of Manila 
can be said to be the outcome of the excellent system 
which he inaugurated and maintained. Major Eadie act- 
ed as a member of the examining board for candidates 
~~ ag Medical Corps and also as a member on other 

ards. 

Major Eugene F. Ladd, U. 8. V. (Captain, 9th 
Cav.), received the highest praise on surrendering his 
office of treasurer of the island of Cuba, which he had 
held for two years. The Havana “Post” in an appre- 
ciative editorial said: During his term of office Major 
Ladd has handled more than $30,000,000 of the island 
funds and has done this work in the most thorough 
and accurate manner, He took charge of the respon- 
sible position he has filled so well at a time when a 
system had to be created. That he succeeded is shown 
by the rniversal commendation of those with whom he 
has dealt in his capacity as treasurer.. It is safe to say 
that there is not, nor has there been, an officer in public 

ition in Cuba who has a better record than Major 
zadd. It has never been necessary to provide an ex- 
rt to coach him in the performance of his duties. 

The thor- 
oughness, honesty and simplicity of his methods have 
gained him the respect and friendship of Cubans, Ameri- 
cans and Spaniards. His honest. unobtrusive and 
kindly ways have gained him the friendship and confi- 
dence of all who have become acquainted with him. ~* 

“Major Ladd will leave the — he holds with 
the best wishes of all, for he has been an official of 
whom his countrymen have been proud. He is not 
only a good soldier, but he is also a magnificent admin- 
istrative officer in a civil sition involving a_ vast 
responsibility and a demand for the finest executive 
ability.” It should be added that Major Ladd was also 
auditor of the island for six months or more after the 
American occupation. 

Gen. Leonard Wood, in an interview, said of Major 
Ladd: “As treasurer of the island Major Ladd has been 
an invaluable officer. His work has been indispensable 
and has given the greatest satisfaction. It is due to his 
excellent management of the affairs of the office of 
treasurer of the island that his office is in such a shape 
as to warrant it being turned over without injury ‘to 
the public service.” 

Such efficiency in the conduct of affairs strange to 
their previous daily routine of life is the greatest honor 
to the officers of the Army, as it shows the adaptability 
of the members of the Service to whatever duty may 
be imposed upon them.

THE CASE OF O. M. CARTER. 


(From the “Engineering News.’’) 

Another appeal of ex-Captain Carter to the United 
States courts for release from prison has been, very 
properly, turned down. His plea this time was that he 
desired to go to Savannah, Ga., to stand trial in the 
civil courts on the indictment found against him and his 
confederates a year ago last December. It is notice 
able that his fellow-conspirators have not betrayed 4 
similar anxiety to hasten to Savannah for trial! They 
have proved that (in their case at least) it is vastly 
more difficult to transfer a man arrested for crime from 
ope part of the United States to another than it is to 
extradite him from a foreign country. 

The law's ren | in the case of these indicted con- 
tractors is becom ng a national scandal; and the same 
may be said of the flagrant misuse of the writ of habeas 
corpus by Carter’s attorneys to bring him before the 
courts again and again on trivial pretexts. When 4 
criminal is convicted and sentenced it is absurd to have 
the time of the courts taken up by repeated appeals from 
his attorneys. If Carter had shown himself a man, 
if he had confessed his crime in the face of the over- 
whelming proof, had restored to the Government his 
share of the stolen money, had assisted in the convic 
tion of his fellow-conspirators, and taken his punis)- 
ment like a soldier, he might have regained in some 
measure the respect if his former associates. His en- 
deavors to escape through legal! technicalities the just 
punishment for his crime, and his hysterical protesta- 
tions of innocence in utter disregard of established facts, 
given out to the public at each fresh appearance ip 
court, cap arouse only contempt. ve

THE AUTOMOBILE IN WAR. 


One of the most notable automobile journeys of the 
year 1900 was that of Lieutenant Engler, who crossed 
the Alps twice with three travelers and 200 pounds of 
baggage in his carriage, at the elevation of 4400 and 
5000 feet, descending into the plains of Lombardy and 
on to Venice.

WAGON TRAIN WOES IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


This experience of a wagon train, recorded in the 
Manila “American,” gives one a good idea of the hard- 
ships the Army teamsters have to undergo in the Phil- 
ippines: On Nov. 8 Wagonmaster Blake started out 
from [loilo with a train of nine wagons. It was rain- 
ing hard, and the roads were very bad. On reaching 
the Paria River the troubles of the teamsters really 
began. One side the bank is quite steep, and the swift 
current had cut it away, so that in crossing the wagons 
had to go up an abrupt rise of at least three feet. 
Wet, tired and hungry the teamsters toiled into Caba- 
tuan at nightfall, and they tarried there until daylight 
next morning. About two miles out from Cabatuan 
the road crosses a small river. Over this river there 
is a bridge, which the insurgents have tried several 
times to destroy. 

Suspecting that the bridge might have been weakened 
by the enemy, Blake carefully examined the structure 
before any of the wagons were allowed to go across. 
‘the bridge looked as though it would hold, and eight 
wagons went over it all right. But when the ninth 
team was about midway across down went the bridge, 
wagon, mules and all. It was a drop of at least thirty 
feet, but neither the driver nor the mules were much 
hurt. After getting out of this trouble the train went 
on to Fototan and Barotoc. On the return trip, on 
Nov. 12, as the wagon train was slowly rolling through 
the Barrio of Mica, Blake, who was riding in the ad- 
vance, observed some suspicious movements on the part 
of the native population. 

He gave orders for the train to ‘‘close up,” and as he 
did so bang! bang! bang! came three straggling vol- 
leys aimed at the wagon train. The wagons were struck 
by bullets in several places, but fortunately neither men 
nor animals belonging to the train were hit. At the 
first volley the mules took fright and it was all the 
teamsters could do to keep them straight as they dashed 
down the road. The wagons were empty and the 
scared mules made excellent time. But one casualty 
was reported. A driver was painfully lacerated in a 
collision of his wagon with a stump. 

Capt. John Bordman, Jr., of the 26th Vol. Inf., was 
informed of the insurgent ambush and drove the rebels 
into the hills.

The 
Minister of War by a circular of Sept. 13, 1900, has 
authorized the heads of cavalry corps to employ this 
“fencing horse.” 
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A London paper asks: “What’s in a name?” At 
Taku two British destroyers, Fame and Whiting, cap- 
tured four Chinese destroyers. One each was given to 
France, Germany and Russia, These have now been 
renamed. The French one ‘s called Taku—“in honor ot 
a glorious epoch in the French Marine.” The Russian 
one is called Taku—“to commemorate a great Russian 
naval victory.” The German one bears the name Taku 
—‘‘in never-to-be-forgotten memory of this all-convincing 
proof that Germany’s future is on the sea:” and finally 
Taku is the name of the one kept by the British Navy, 
because— ‘“‘it’s as handy a name as any other, and 
there’s a gap at “Ta’ in the signal-book.”

CRIMES BY FILIPINO INSURGENTS. 


We have received official advices of the trials before 
Miitary commissions in the Philippines of a number 
of natives charged and convicted of various crimes. 
Some of the crimes have been extremely brutal. The 
se.tences imposed were evidently well merited. 

in the ease of Eliseo Adulta, Pedro Mercadejos, 
Fausto Avellado, Jose Ropa and Miguel Cantal, natives, 
jointly tried for robbery and murder, etc., at Taygbas, 
Province of Tayabas, it appears from the record that 
a band of outlaws entered the pueblo of Unisan, and, 
with bolos, proceeded to murder Gabriel Castillo, the 
father-in-law, and Feliciano Maximo, a nephew of 
Antonio Maximo, and to kidnap his family, consisting 
of his wife, daughter of fourteen years and three sons, 
one aged eleven, and one four years, and an infant 
aged five months; that they robbed his house of all 
the money and valuables they could find; that a few 
dvys later in a secluded spot in the forest the mother 
and helpless children were murdered with clubs with 
which the accused and other members of the band beat 
out their brains; that the mother was then buried in a 
shallow trench and the bodies of the children were fold- 
ed up and forced into two other small, shallow holes, 
aud all loosely covered with earth, w and leaves. 
It is clearly revealed by the evidence that while Antonio 
Maximo was absent, a prisoner in the hands of the 
American troops, and his home as a consequence left 
without his protection, this band of assassins practically 
exterminat his family, not sparing the unoffending 
wife, innocent maid nor helpless infant. The murderers 
were sentenced to hung. 

Ysido Cacho, a native who was sentenced to be hung 
on Jan. 18, at Bolinao, Province of Zambales, was an 
otficer of militia, having two barrios under his jurisdic 
tion; upon his own orders or the orders he had received 
from higher insurgent authority, he caused a friendly 
native, who at the time was employed as a cook for the 
American officers in the pueblo of Bolinao—and appar- 
ently for this reason only—to be seized and delivered to 
him at his residence in the barrio of Natulang. The 
accused and one Bonifacio Bonson took the deceased 
to the fields one-half mile from the house of the accused 
and proceeded to kill him by striking him with a bolo 
over the head, stabbing. him with a dagger in the 
breast and then cutting off his hands and feet and cut- 
ting out his tongue. 

In the case of Prefecto Poblador, native, sentenced 
to 20 years imprisonment, the accused was obeyed by 
a band of outlaws which committed various crimes. 
He was reputed to be and was obeyed as “Jefe Super- 
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to plundered and their lives to be placed in jeopardy 
held friendly relations with the Americans. 

Regino Antonio, Jose Madamba, Toribio and 
Augustin Echevarri, natives were sentenced to hung 
for murder at San Nicolas, Llocos, North Luzon, of 
three men who had‘taken service as policemen in a 
pueblo under American control. The friendly 
natives were sent by a native official to the neighboring 
pueblo of San Nicolas where they arrived about midday 
and repaired to the Presidencia for rest and a siesta. 
While asleep they were seized by a band of men, about 
ten in number—chiefly citizens of San Nicolas—armed 
with a pistol, bolos and clubs. First tying the arms of 
their captives behind their backs, the band proceeded 
to beat and wound them with bolos; they were then 
taken into the sacristy of the church to be confessed by 
the Padre, then put into a carromata and taken to the 
outskirts of the pueblo where, bound and helpless, but 
resisting as best they might, they were thrown into a 
well “about ‘six varas’ deep” and literally buried alive 
br earth thrown upon them until the well was partly 


in the ease of Francisco Ygamino, Ricardo Ygamino 
and Miguel Abellanosa, natives who were jointly tried at 
Tayabas, Luzon, for robbery, etc., and sentenced to im- 
prisonment, the evidence shows that a band of about 
twenty outlaws, armed with guns and bolos, did by force 
and violence gain entrance to the house of one Feliz 
Daelo, as charged, rob the inmates of money and val- 
uables, and that these accused were there present and 
participated in these acts of burglary and robbery; and 
that, of the accused, the said iguel Abellanosa as- 
saulted one of the women inmates of the house with 
brutal violence. . 

In the case of Francisco Frani (alias Quicoy Frani), 
native, tried and convicted at Iba, Province of Zambales, 
for murder many witnesses testified that the accused 
gave the order to kill two peaceful men, and, in pursu- 
ance of his said order, these men were killed and buried. 

General MacArthur in commenting on this case said: 

“The defense of the accused that, unless he 
had killed these men, his superiors in authority over him 
would have taken his life, is, in the first place, not 
borne out by the evidence, and, in the second place, is 
not good in law, which does not suffer that one man, 
through fear of a remote danger to his own life, shall 
obey the unlawful commands of another to kill peaceful 
and law abiding men.” 

Blas de la Rosa, a native, was sentenced to be hung 
Jan. 3 for murder. He was a member of a band of 
outlaws, and was present as a willing and active mem- 
ber thereof in the murder—accompanied with robbery— 
of two law abiding men, in the manner and form as 
charged. 

In the case of Capt. Theodorico Novicio, of the insur- 
gent army, sentenced to be hung for murder, in viola- 
tion of laws and customs of war, General MacArthur 
thus comments: ‘“‘With respect to the first specification 
it is made plain by the testimony that, after the fight 
had by Lieutenant Gilmore, of the Navy, near Baler, 
four American sailors lay on the bank of the Sabali 
river, and that the accused and a detachment of insur- 
gent soldiers were detailed as a burial party. This party, 
accompanied by one Quicoy, a staff officer of the insur- 
gent chief who commanded the district wherein Baler 
is situated and the forces serving therein, proceeded to 
where the Americans lay and found two dead and two 
wounded. Four unarmed natives had been compelled to 
go along to act as grave-diggers, and these were put to 
work preparing a grave sufficiently large to hold four 
bodies. The grave being completed, the two dead sail- 
ors were placed in it, and the party then waited for the 
wounded to die. One of the latter was shot through the 
thigh; the other was shot in the chest as well as in the 
leg, and was near the point of death. The wounded men 
asked for water, and it was given them from the river; 
but beyond this no relief or assistance appears to have 
been given. When the third man died he was placed 
beside the other two in the grave, and the party again 
waited for the fourth man to die. His wound, however, 
was of a kind not necessarily fatal, and death was slow 
in coming, so that the party became impatient. The 
grave-diggers had begun about 9 a. m., and it was now 
past noon. The dying man asked for water and was 
able to drink when it was given to him. Shortly after 
wards he was placed in the grave beside his three com- 
rades, and the native who was standing in the hole began

HOT WORK FOR THE 25TH INF. 


From a long account of the worx of Capt. J. P. O'Neil, 
25th Inf., and his force, in the Manila “American” of 
Nov. 23, we take some interesting details. His com- 
mand was then stretched out from Subig as far north 
as Botolan, in Zambales Province, Western Luzon. 
There was quite a revival of activity near Castillijos in 
November. On Nov. 14 a train of fifty bull carts left 
Castillijos with an escort of twenty men, four of them 
in charge of a corporal forming the advance guard 300 
yards in front. They had barely entered the larger of 
two passes when they were met by a heavy volley from 
at least a hundred rifles. The advance guard immediate- 
ly dropped to the ground, as did the fifteen who were 
with the train, returned the fire and then retreated, 
sending back to Castillijos for reinforcements. 

In the meantime the detachment of twenty men from 
Subig had nearly reached the south end of the little 
barely entered the pass before they were fired upon. 
pass. Corporal Smith and the advance guard had 
Every man was hit. One private was instantly killed. 
Corporal Smith was shot in several places, his worst 
wound being in the foot. Another private was badly 
wounded. Two others were slightly wounded. one 
of whom, together with the corporal, was carried off 


by the insurgents. Five Krags and 500 rounds of am- 
munition were captured. As soon as the other fifteen 
of the guard saw what had happened they lay down 
and held their position until Lieut. P. J. Lauber, in 
command at Subig, came up with fifteen men to re- 
inforce the others. Upon seeing his approach the enemy 
hurried away. 

While this was taking place on the south end of 
the little pass, Lieut. S. P. Lyon, commanding at Cas- 
tillijos, joined his men at the north end of the big 
pass with a reinforcement of fifteen more soldiers. He 
went cautiously through the large pass and had just 


entered the little pass when he was fired upon from - 


every side except his direct rear. He stopped there for 
a half hour and then retreated 300 yards, taking a 
better position, and finally routed the enemy after three 
hours’ fighting. Lieutenant Lauber’s men killed eight 
insurgents, and the troops with Lieutenant Lyons killed 
thirty. The insurgents got away with forty of the fifty 
bull carts loaded with rice. 

During the time this fighting was going on a detach- 
ment of the insurgents were taking their spoils and the 
prisoners up into the mountains over trails that Cor- 
poral Smith never suspected had existed. He was suf- 
fering intense pain. and the next day the insurgent who 
was in command detailed’ several of his men to carry 


the wounded man to a point. within hailing distance of 
Subig, where he might receive pr medical treat- 
ment. When the litter men sta away from ther 
mountain camp the leader gave the corporal five dol- 
lars. The men carried him close to one of the eut- 
ts at Subig and then left him. His cries were shortly 
eard by the outpost, who quickly took him to the hos- 
pital, whence he was later sent to Manila. Before leay- 
ing Subig he told Lieutenant Lauber that the enemy’s 
headquarters were almost impregnable and that artil- 
lery could be of no use. He estimated the rebels at from 
to 1500 men. As an additional means of defense 
for the town of Subig the gunboat Leyte was stationed 
at the anchorage in front of the town and proved a 
valuable addition, for the enemy have a wholesome 
regard for her six-pounder. 
everal days after the fight in which the bull train 
met disaster Captain O’Neil’s mounted troops while 
out on a scout captured a little party of five insurgents, 
who divulged the whereabouts of one of the insurgent 
rendezvouses about three miles to the east of San Mar- 
celino. The next day Captain O'Neil, with 40 mounted 
scouts, moved out of San Felipe in the direction of the 
surgent camp, but on nearing the camp the troop di- 
vided, Capt. O’Neil and six men keeping straight ahead. 
As the captain and his men approached the vicinity 
of the camp they paused to converse with*a party of 
women who were cooking food by the wholesale. Two 
beeves were hung on the branches of a tree ready to be 
cooked. Large quantities of rice were piled about also 
ready for the kettle. That rice was some of the bull 
train affair, and the captain knew it, and the cattle were 
home raised. Consternation was written upon the faces 
of the women, but with a reassuring smile the officer 
simply bade them good afternoon and spurred on to 
Castillijos, meeting the main body after scouting around 
the pass in plain view of a sentinel who was esconc 
upon a high hill and thought himself unseen. The 
whole party started on a gallop and went to Subig. 
It was decided to make the attack from San Marce- 
lino. Lieut. Geo. B. Sharon, with only a detachment 
of Co. I, was in charge at San Marcelino. He was 
summoned to San Felipe and also Lieuts. John E. Hunt, 
George Deiss and J. DeCamp Hall, who were to _ assist 
him in carrying out Captain O'Neil’s plans. Troops 
were withdrawn from San Marcelino, except just 
enough to protect the town and other places in the 
vicinity. The insurgents lay on the mossy green banks 
and went to sleep, secure in the belief they had fooled 
the Yankees. But if they could have woked into San 
Marcelino about midnight they would have seen about 
100 sturdy soldiers with their dander up. They had 
mobilized at Castillijos and silently made their way to 
San Marcelino. Here the command was divided into 
two columns. Lieutenants Hunt and Sharon were 
with the first column and Lieutenants Diess and Hall 
went with the second. By 2 a. m. the American forces 
were close up to the camp, but the attack was not made 





until daybreak. They were discovered first, however. 
and the alarm was given. The troops fired one volley 
and then rushed the camp. The startled natives fied 
in every direction, Thirty of them stopped, behind, 
however—some for a long time, Among the seizures 
were 30 rifles, several es and caribou, 10,000 Ibs. of 
rice and about 1500 rounds of ammunition. The mo- 
jority of the rifles which had been captured previous!y 
were those which the Spanish soldiers surrendered to che 
insurgents in 1896. But among the thirty captured by 
the detachments led by Lieutenants Hunt and Hal), 
Sharon and Deiss, were five Kr. which the insurgents 
had secured in the fight a few days before.

MILITARY SPONSORS OF A. NEWSPAPER, 


In its illustrated colored Christmas supplement the 
Manila “American” gave with pictures a history of the 
Philippines from 1521 to 1898. The Bridge of Spain, 
which is the subject of one engraving, seems to be a 
fine piece of engineering work from the standpoint both 
of durability and art. The story of the beginning of the 
“American,” which has the honor of being the first 
American paper published in the Philippines, is interest- 
ing. So hungry were our soldiers for quick news from 
home that early in the autumn of 1898 General Mer- 
ritt told. Franklin Brooks, a journalist, he would pay 
the expense of news despatches of the Associated Press 


if Brooks ‘would publish a newspaper. General Merritt 
had to go to Paris, and later it was proposed by Admiral 
Dewey and Col. R. B. Thompson, Signal Corps, U. 8. 
A., that the cablegram tolls be paid by popular sub- 
scription. It was through the generous encourage- 
ment and personal efforts of these officers that the paper 
was successfully launched on Oct. 15, 1898. The editor 
speaks gratefully of the assistance rendered in getting 
out the first nine issues by Private Hamilton Keleher, 
isth Inf., the young and clever son of Major Keleher, 
Assistant Paymaster, U. 8. V. Ten Filipino type- 
etters “held down” the cases and the “copy” had to 
e “printed” in pencil or ink so that natives, who had 
ever before set English manuscript, might be able to 
t the type. After three months’ experience in set- 
g type, the natives could work, in their peculiar way, 
irly as quickly as American compositors. The paper 
s prospered so much that to-day it employs 15 Ameri- 
as and 25 Filipinos.

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR IS DUB. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

What a perfect indifference so many writers seem to 
display. when recording historical facts. A Sunday 
paper, in an article on ‘‘Relics of Naval Battles,” after 
speaking of the “white marble shaft” erected in the 
New York Navy Yard to the memory of those killed 
in the attempt to pass the barrier forts in the Canton 
river, China, in’ November, 1856, thus romances: 
“Four days of fighting followed, and the Chinese forts 
surrendered to the American fleet, commanded by Com- 
mander A. H. Foote.” The fact is that the United 
States squadron at that time was commanded by Uom- 
modore James Armstrong. The flagship was the U. 8. 
steam frigate San Jacinto, which vessel played an im- 
portant part during the Civil War, being under the 
command of Capt. Charles Wilkes, who took from the 
British steamer Trent, Messrs. Mason and Slidell (re- 
spectively commissioners to England and France), who 
had been sent out by Jefferson Davis. Capt. Andrew 
H. Foote (afterward Admiral) commanded the U. 8. 
sloop-of-war Portsmouth, one of the trimmest vessels 
in those days-of the American’ Navy; and with a daring, 
of the like of which our Navy has had many netable ex- 
amples, had his .vessel and the sloop-of-war 
Levant towed within a few hundred yards of the forts, 
which were bombarded and completely destroyed. A 
more thorough demolition could not have been made. 
scarcely leaving one stone upon another. Being in 
China during the period of those troubles, I was famil- 
iar with all the interesting and exciting events then 
constantly occurring. Apropos of the above, the read- 
ers of the Army and Navy Journal may be able to 
refer to “Harper’s Magazine” of October, 1898, and 
they will find on page 738 a most interesting articl: 
on “Our Navy in Asiatic Waters,” by Dr. Griffis, and 
on page 744 he most graphically describes the action at
